There was a dramatic development when 
the Workman, Clark action, which arose 
out of the issue of £3,000,000 debentures, 
was resumed yesterday in the High Court, 
Belfast, for the nineteenth day of hear- 
ing. 
It had been arranged that the defence 
of Messrs. Sperling and other defendants 
would be opened yesterday, and accord- 
ingly the jury, whose services have not 
been required during the legal arguments 
of the past fortnight, were in attendance. 
They were only in the court, however, for 
five minutes. His lordship informed them 
what had happened during their absence, 
and detailed the decisions which, he said, 
had greatly shortened the case. 

Subsequently an adjournment was 
granted, and when the Court resumed 
after lunch it was intimated that a settle- 
ment had been reached on the basis of the 
payment to the plaintiff of £130 for the 
£200 claimed on the first count of mis- 
representation, without prejudice in 
regard to the appeal against the other 
defendants, who had been ruled out of the 
case. Judgment was entered for the de- 
fendants on the count of conspiracy and 
statutory liability. 

The decision may be of interest to the 
De: onture Holders’ Committee, of which 
Mr. Philip Bright, a son of John Bright, 
the great Liberal statesman, is chairman. 
The committee, which financed and 
brought the action, with Mr. William 
Urquhart as the nominal plaintiff, repre- 
sents £725,000 of the total debenture issue. 
A settlement of their claims upon a similar 
basis would represent a sum of over 
£400,000. 


GREATLY 


AND DEVELOPMENT 
OF THE CASE. 
Addressing the jury at the outset, Mr. 
Justice Brown said that since they had last 
met there had been a considerable change in 
the appearance of this case. He had listened 
to a great many arguments by counsel on 
legal questions, and he had decided those 
question—whether rightly or wrongly he 
could not say for the present. At any rate, 
they must take his decisions as the law in 
that Court. The case had been considerably 
shortened. Counsel for the plaintiff had 
opened on three causes of action—one for 
deceit, one for conspiracy, and one a statutory 
liability. Two of those causes of action he 
had ruled, and the effect of his decision was 
that these two causes went out, leaving one 
cause of action—that of deceit or misrepre- 
sentation made in the prospectus. A further 
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| result of these decisions was that a number 
of the defendants had gone out of the action. 
Mr. Frank Workman had died. Sir George 
Clark, Mr. George Clark, Mr. Charles Allen— 
who had been referred to as the old directors 
of Messrs. Workman, Clark—and Sir John 
Esplen were out of the case entirely. The 
only defendants now were the Northumber- 
land Shipbuilding Company, Mr. R. A. 
Workman, Sir Edward Mackay Edgar and 
Messrs. Sperling. These four defendants were 
in the case in the one cause of action that he 
bad mentioned. 

It had been intended to o the defence 
that morning, but a further legal point had 
cropped up which the jury had not to decide, 
and the effect of it might be to further 
shorten the labours of the jury and himself, 

His lordship then discharged the jury until 
to-day. 

Mr. Murphy (for the plaintiff) intimated 
that there was a question of proofs to be 
considered, and on the suggéstion of Mr. 
Whitaker (for Messrs. Sperling) the case was 
adjourned temporarily for this purpose. 


STATEMENT FOR THE DEFENDANTS. 
When the Court resumed after lunch, Mr. 
M‘Gonigal, K.C. (for Mr. R. A. Workman), 
made the following statement :—Mr, Whitaker 
and I have carefully considered durihg the 
week the circumstances arising by reason of 
the rulings of your lordship, which have so 
materially altered the nature of the action 
against our clients and their position therein. 
The action is now confined to the claim made 
in paragraphs 2 and 53 of the state- 
ment of claim. In that position of 
affairs our clients feel that they are 
seriously embarrassed in two efiects. 
First, that one of our clients who, as 
your lordship will have observed from the 
evidence, was closely connected with several 
matters mentioned in the action, is at pre- 
sent lying seriously ill in London, and would 
be unable to attend the trial, or even to give 
evidence on commission for some time. 

The second matter on whica we feel em- 
barrassed is that a great deal of the evidence 
given during the course of the trial relates to 
the cause of action based on conspiracy, and 
would not have been admissible on the cause 
of action now remaining in the action. 


AMENDING THE DEFENCE. 

‘While fully accepting your lordship’s 
ruling, and feeling quite sure that your lord- 
ship would have done everything in your 
power to remove from the minds of the jury 
any prejudice which might have been created 
in the minds of the jury by reason of these 
matters, we feel. that human nature being 
what it is, it would be impossible for the 
jury, ever®with your lordship’s direction, not 
to be influenced to some extent by the evi- 
dence given on the count of conspiracy, when 
they came to consider their verdict. Taking 
these matters into account, Mr. Whitaker and 
I, after most careful consideration, have ad- 
vised our clients to apply to your lordship 
for liberty to amend our defence, and while 
still denying that they were guilty- of any 
misrepresentation of any kind, or that they 
are under any liability in this action, and in 
order to avoid the heavy cost which would 
be incurred by the further hearing of this 
action, to bring into Court. a sum of money 
in respect of the cause of action now remain- 
ing to be disposed of. 

Mr. M‘Gonigal then handed in a draft of 
the proposed amendment 


PLAINTIFF'S COUNSEL AND THE 
DECISION. 


Mr. Murphy, K.C., for the plaintiff, said 
that Mr. Whitaker and Mr. M‘Gonigal had 
intimated to him earlier their intention to 
make such an applieation. He fully realised 
that they were entitled to amend their de- 
fence at any stage in the proceedings on 
terms.. He was aware, though it had not yet 
been disclosed, that the amount which the 
defendants proposed to lodge in Court was 
£130. The question of whether the applica- 
tion should be opposed had been given serious 
consideration by himself and counsel appear- 
ing with him. In view of the fact that, 
according to the evidence of the plaintiff's 
witness, Mr. Collins, the plaintiff was only 
entitled to £130 damages, it was obvious 
that to prolong the trial would be a mere 
waste of money, because in no circumstances 
could’ the plamtiff recover more than the 
odged. 

Of course, an application such as had 
been made could only be granted on terms. 
He did not think that there could be any 
doubt about that. The defendants were 
bound to pay the general costs of the action 
and the costs of the present issue of the 
case as contained in the second and third 
paragraphs of the plaintiff's statement of 
claim. So far as he could see, those were 
the terms upon which his lordship should 
grant the application. It would be neces- 
sary for him (Mr. Murphy) to-apply for an 
order for the money lodged in court to be 
paid to the plaintiff, and he would not 
oppose the granting of the application on 
the terms that he had montsinted. 


THE ORDER, 


His Lordship—Without saying anything, | 
propose to make an order amending the 
defence, as I have been asked to do, and on 
the terms stated by: Mr. Murphy. The de- 
fendants will pay the costs of the action 
ani the costs of this claim. 

Mr. Murphy said that the granting of 
the application might have some effect on 
the points at issue between the plaintiff and 
the defendants, in whose favour the judge 
had directed. ‘The payment of £14 into 
court was confined in its effect to the mis- 
representation count as against the defendants 
who were not affected by his lordship’s ruling. 
His lordship had directed in favour of certain 
of the delehdante in respect of the same 
count; but the plaintiff intended, in view 
of the important nature of the issue, to test 
the question of his lordship’s discretion as 
between the plaintiff and the other defend- 
ants. It had cecurred to him that it might 
conceivably be suggested that when the plain- 
tiff applied, as he did apply, for payment 
of the money lodged into court it would leave 
the question to be settled ou appeal as one 
of costs alone. His (Mr. Murphy’s) view 
of that was that it would not be so. But, to 
prevent any such question arising, he sub- 
mitted that he was entitled to an order 
enabling him to appeal against the judge's 
decision, in so faz as it was a question merely 
of costs. He asked, therefore, for liberty to 
appeal, if necessary. 

His Lordship: said that he would grant the 
order if Mr. Murphy found that it would be 
necessary. 

Mr. Whitaker, K.C. (for Messrs. Sperling), 
said that, having regard to his lordship’s 
previous ruling, he would ask for judgment 
in the cause of action in paragraphs 4, 5 and 
6 of the statement of claim for the defendants, 
Messrs. Sperling, with the ordinary costs. 

Mr. M‘Gonigal made a similar application 
on behalf of Mr. R. A. Workman. 

His Lordship grauted these applications, 
and intimated that he would sit this morning 
to hear any further applications. He also 
intimated that it would be necessary for the 
jury to be present. 


ALLEGED ASSAULT. 
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ACTION AGAINST CIVIC 

GUARD FAILS. 
At Abbeyfeale District Court, Justice Sulli- 
van dismissed a case on the merits in which 
Michael Collins, Abbeyfeale, sued Sergeant 
W. Kelly, Civic Guards, for £10 damages for 
an alleged assault committed on September 
2 last. 

It appeared from the evidence that a crowd 
of máil boys gathered around a fire which 
had heen lighted on the Square. A man ap- 
proached the fire, took up some of the lighted 
timber, and threw it towards the houses. 
Afterwards the sergeant went to Mr. Lyons’s 
publichouse, where Collins was, and said to 
the plaintiff, ‘‘Yon must come to the 
barrack, as you fired blazing logs at a house.”’ 
Plaintiff alleged that he was assaulted in the 
publichouse. : 
Having heard the evidence. the justice said 
that the higher courta were very jealous in 
endeavouring to secure that persons in custody 
should be safe and protected from attack from 
within and without. Instances were not 
wanting to show that sometimes, unfor- 
tunately, the courts were obliged to give 
damages agaitist peace officers’ illegalities. In 
this case there was only an ordinary jury 
question, and to find whether the sergeant 
in effecting the arrest of the plaintiff used 
undue force or violence. He knew Sergeant 
Kelly for some time and reason for using 
words of praise for the manner in which he 


time. He would not have that influence him 


7 in that case. 


The eant gave his evidence with con- 
siderable frankness and impartiality which im- 
pressed him. The witnesses for plaintiff im- 
pressed him, too. There was no doubt after 
the sergant put his hand on plaintiff he was 
knocked down. The evidence of Mr. Lyons 
was that he was behind the bar counter and 
could not see if the sergeant used his leg or 
not. He had come to the conclusion that the 


sergeant did not on that occasion use more 
force than was necessary. He would dismiss 
the civil bill on the merits.

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QUESTIONS ANSWERED BY 
JUDGE. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON, 

Judgment was delivered in the matter of 
the Companies Acts and the City of Dublin 
Steam Packet Company, in which questions 
were submitted to the Court dealing with 
financial matters in connection with the City 
of Dublin Junction Railways, popularly known 
as the Loop Line. 

Mr. Justice Johnston cited the Act which 
was passed on the 28th July, 1864, empower- 
ing the Dublin Wicklow and Wexford Rail- 
way, referred to as the company, to construct 
the junction railway as a separate undertak- 
ing, with separate and distinct capiial, ap- 
piopriatory and borrowing powers, and said 
ihat eventually power was given to the Wex- 
iord Company, the Great Northern Railway 
Company, the Great Southern and Western 
Railway Company, the Midland Railway Com- 
pany, and the City of Dublin Steam Packet 
Company to guarantee in perpetuity the 
interest which would be payable upon so 
much of the share capital or debenture stock 
as might be issued. The revenue of the 
separate undertaking was to be applied ac- 
cording to strict statutory propriety, 

His lordship also referred to an Amending 
Act of 1887, and to agreements come to as 
to payment and division of the gross revenue, 
and said that the questions that had been 
discussed so elaborately in this case had been 
answered by the parties themselves in their 
statutory agreements of 1687 and 1910. He 
answered the questions as follows :— 

Was interest on moneys borrowed by the 
Dublin Wicklow and Wexford Railway during 
the period of. construction and beloie the 
issue and payment of aalf the stock of the 
Junction Railways properly chargeable against 
the gross receipts of the Junction Railways !— 
No. 


Was interest on moneys borrowed properly 
added to the capital’—No answer. 

Was interest on moneys borrowed by the 
Dublin Wicklow and Wexford Company from 
their bankers by way of overdraft properly 
chargeable against the gross receipts of the 
Junction Railways! such interest was 
chargeable, was interest chargeable at 4 per 
cent. on the rate actually charged by the 
bankers’—Not chargeable. 

Were the Dublin Wicklow and Wexford 
Railway Company entitled to issue to their 
bankers, or to Messrs. Quain and Powell, 
debenture stock of the Junction Railways in 
satisfaction of interest on moneys borrowed 
from the bankers by way of overdraft !—No 
answer, 

Is interest on debenture stock issued, as 
in the preceding query, properly chargeable 
against the gross receipts of the Junction 
Railways '—No answer. 

Is interest on the £6,000 debenture stock 
properly chargeable against the gross receipts 
of the Junction Railways’—Yes, but only 
on the actual debt of £3, 6s. 10d., and at 
the rate of 4 per cent. 

Were the Dublin and South-Eastern Rail- 
way Company and their successors—the Great 
Southern Railways Company—entitled, in 
ascertaining the net receipts ior any year of 
the Junction Railways, to deduct from the 

ross receipts for that year interest accrued 
| ns previous years on the moneys borrowed 
by the company and remaining unpaid !—No. 

Are the gross receipts in any one year 
applicable to repay or make good a 
deficiency, if any, which may have accrued 
in any previous year, or should each year 
stand on its own basis’—Each year stands 
on its own basis. 

Is the liquidator entitled to set off against 
the amounts, if any, due on the said

CONSENT IN PROBATE SUIT. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN.) 

A probate suit was listed, arising out of 
the will of the late Mr. Thomas McAlinden, 
who was a well-known turf commission agent 
in Dublin and Belfast, and who died in 
February last. The plaintiff was James 
Patrick McAlinden, an infant, son oí 
deceased, by his next friend, Mr. F, V. 
Gordon, general solicitor for minors, the 
defendant being Mrs. Sarah McAlinden, the 
widow. The application was to have revoked 
and condemned a will of deceased, dated 
15th September, 1925, of which the defendant 
was sole executrix, the allegation being want 
of testamentary capacity on the part of the 
testator. Lhe defendant pleaded that the 
will was duly executed and that the testator 
had testamentary capacity. 

Mr. Geoghegan, K.C.; Mr. James Rearden, 
K.C., and Mr. William Black (instructed by 
Mr. James Fagan) appeared in support of 
the will; and Mr. Price, K.C., and Mr. 
Walker (instructed by Mr. F. V. Gordon) 
for plaintiff. 

It was mentioned by Mr. Geoghegan that 
a consent had been arrived at. The testator, 
who had .cárried on a large turf commisison 
business in Belfast, Dublin and Londonderry, 
became unable to attend to the business; 
but, while in failing health, he was, in the 
opinion of ali the persons who saw him, 
competent to make a will. When he died 
in February last he left his widow and six 
children, of whom James Patrick was the 
eldest and heir-at-law The Chief Justice 
had gone into the matter with a good deal 
of care, and had approved a consent, one 
of the provisions of which was that the 


other five infant children would be joined 


as co-plaintifis. By the will in question the 
testator purported to leave everything to 
his widow. The consent provided for the 
payment of all costs, the residue of the 
estate to be divided into three equal shares, 
one to be given to Mrs. McAlinden for her 
own’ absolute use and benefit, and the other 
two to be lodged in court for the benefit of 
the plaintifis, the net income of the two 
equa! ay shares to be paid to defendant 
during her! widowhood, she undertaking to 
maintain and educate the plaintiffs during 
minority. 

Evidence as to the making of the will 
having been given, 

Mr. Justice Sullivan made an. order 
admitting the will to probate, and he also 
received the consent and made it a rule of

AN APPEAL ALLOWED. 

A majority judgment was given in favour 
of the defendant in the workmen’s compensa- 
tion case. of Delahunt v. Moody, allowing 
his appeal with costs from the order made 
by Mr. Justice Sulivan and Mr. Justice 
O'Byrne, in the High Court, in favour of the 
plaintiff 

The Chief Justice, reviewing the facts and 
the law beating upon the questions involved, 
was of opinion that the appeal should be 
dismissed with costs, Mr. Justice FitzGibbon 
and Mr. Justice Murnaghan being of opinion 
that the appeal should be allowed with costs. 

The applicant and ‘respondent, John 
Delahunt, a working butcher of Rathnew, 
in the employment of the defendant and 
appellant, Joseph Moody, victualler, of Fitz- 
william square, Wicklow, had cut the second 
finger of his hand with a bone, it appeared. 


while working in the stall in the course of 


his employment on the 2nd June, 1925, and 
the injuries then sustained developed to such 
an extent that he became incapacitated for 
work. On the application under the Work- 
men’s Compensation Act for compensation 
made by Delahunt, the defendant traversed 
the alleged cause of proceedings for compen- 
sation, denying the injuries, and pleading 
that no notice of the accident had been served 
upon him until May 20th, 1926, and that the 
condition of the applicant was not due to the 
accident, 

Circuit Judge Doyle, when the case came 
before him on arbitration, dismissed without 
prejudice the applicant’s claim for compensa. 
tion, on the ground that on the evidence then 
before him i“ was not satisfied that the 
applicant's condition was due to any alleged 
accident, and ordered the applicant to pay 
the defendant £235 costs and expenses. . 

The case having been sent back for arbitra- 
tion to Judge Doyle on further evidence not 
available at the first hearing of the case, he 
made the award in favour of the applicant ; 
and on anneal to the High Court 
the award was alirmed. The appli- 
cant had been awarded £1 a week 
compensation as from October, 1925. The 
case substantially turned upon whether the 
Circuit Judge had jurisdiction to dismiss the 
first arbitration without prejudice, as he had 
done. 

The Chief Justice held that the Circuit 
Judge had no jurisdiction to dismiss the 
arbitration claim without prejudice, and that 
his order then was a nullity, but that he 
could have adjourned the arbitration for 
further evidence; and that the second arbitra- 
tion which had been affirmed on appeal was 
valid. The other members of the Court were 
of a different opinion. 

The appeal was accordingly allowed, with 
costs,

FREE STATE MINISTER FOR JUSTICE. 

Both branches of the legal Profession were 
very pleased when it became known that Mr. 
FitzGerald-Kenney had been. appointed 
Minister for Justice.

ment of facts :— 
(1) The Great Southern Railways Com- 


pavy, as the Free State transport monopoly, 


took no steps of any kind to develop regu- 
lar road transport routes—either "' feeder ” 
or long-distance services—until the initiative 
and enterprise of the associated owners de- 
monstrated the public ‘convenience and the 
economic advantage of road passenger trans- 
ort. 
(2) During the last two years the railway 
company had ample opportunities to obtain 
a Road Services’ Act but postponed all 
action directed to the development of road 
and railway services until the operations and 
heavy financial commitments of the asso- 
ciated owners had established a definite 
public demand for such services.

(3) Striking evidence of the determination | 
ci the Great Southern Railways Company to 


avoid public discussion or negotiation upon 
the co-ordination of road and rail services is 
supplied by the fact that the company re- 
fused to participate in the National ns- 
port Congress, held in Dublin in December, 
5925, at which the Great Northern Railway 
Company of Ireland, and all other important 
Free State transport agencies, publicly con- 
ferred with members of the Oireachtas, re- 
presentatives of local authorities, of the 
Farmers’ Union and of all Irish motoring 
organisations, 

(4) Having declined to take part in such 
public discussions, the Great Southern Rail- 
ways Company eventually, and without ,refe- 
rence to other transport agencies, sought 
statutory powers for the operation of road 
transport. These powers have now been so 
interpreted by the Minister for Industry and 
Commerce as to enable the company to orga- 
nise "bus services in direct parallel com- 
petition with their own railways from such 
centres as Cork, Limerick and Ballina to 
Dublin. s . . : 

(5) In contrast with the strange policy of 
the Great Southern Railways Company in en- 
deavouring to restore railway efficiency by 
operating ‘bus services in direct competition 
with their own railway vehicles, the policy 
of the associated owners has been, and will 
continue to be, the provision of a transport 
system so organised as to penetrate villages 
and rural districte whose isolation, and con- 
sequent economic decay, was for many years 
coincident with the railway transport 
monopoly.

A bazaar and sale of work Et by 
Cork Conferences of the Society of St. Vincent 
de Paul was opened yesterday afternoon by 
the Most Rev. Dr. Cohalan, Bishop of Cork, 
who, in his address, made a strong appeal to 
the public to support generously the under- 
taking. While they had a good deal of un- 
employment and distress in the city, they also 
hed, he said, a considerable amount of well- 
being and wealth, and to those in their midst 
on whom God had bestowed a large measure

BISHOP OF CASHEL ON THE 
CHURCH’S POSITION. 


“The Christian Church is in danger of 
losing its life because of its neglect of 
spiritua] realities.”’ said the Right Rev. Dr. 
Miller, Bishop of Cashel, at Christ Church, 
Londonderry. 

The fact that considerable portions refused 
to believe in the immortality of the soul 
caused intense anxiety. That soul-destroying 
belief was being preached in the home 
countries, and was undermining the stability 
of many. He appealed to them to concentrate 
their attention upon that knowledge which 
alone prepared for the great day when their 
immortal souls shall pass into God's most 
holy presence. 

Christ’s Word was essential not only for 
the maintenance of society, but of Christianity, 
in the home countries and throughout the 
world. 

The intense concentration on amusement 
and pleasure was paralysing the moral senses 
of the nation. There could be no question 
that some of the methods employed in the 
pursuit of ‘pleasure had become agencies for 
the lowering of the moral tone of the nation. 
The qualifications for national permanency 
consisted in moral uprightness in doing the 
Will of God, whether pointed out by con- 
science or in obedience to the moral precepts.

ENVIRONMENT. 

Heredity, environment, the influence of the 
home and of the school and religious influence 
are the chief factors in the making of good 
citizens... Many of the social ills from which 
we suffer are due to environment. ‘The social 
evils that exist. through the propagation of 
the unfit had never been considered by any 
Of legislators. | Wooden legs are not 
inherited, but wooden heads are. The 
biological history of those whom their children 
proposed to marry ought to be studied by 
parents. It is not in cities that the best 
type of physique can be reared, and in that 
respect “Back to the Land” is a slogan of 
great importance. 

Next to home influences is the training 
which inspires love of work, conscientious 
! perseverance, self-restraint and 
devotion to a strenuous life are factors that 
make for good citizenship. The weakening 
of parental authority is one great cause of 
the existing ills. It was particularly in the 
the homé that a woman could wield the 
greatest influence and exercise her citizenship 
most. usefully: it is more important than the 
possession of the suffrage at twenty-one. 


EDUCATION. 

Education, the lecturer went on to say. 
ought not exactly be confined to teaching 
the young person how to do something, 
but, rather, to be something—to teach 
him or her how to live. ‘The education 
authorities, he admitted, are now recognising 
their. responsibilities much better than they 
did formerly. The profession of teaching 
should be made more attractive, so as to 
enlist in the service men and women of the 
highest character and attainments—persons 
who could inspire their pupils with a love 
of knowledge and a love of work, so as to 
beget “ a sound mind in a sound body.” 


HEALTH OF THE CHILDREN. 

One of the best features of our present 
system of education is that the health of the 
children is receiving attention.

Many. of the pupils who left school at that 
age are Reval gps to the education of the 
street and the cinema. In order to stem 
th. tide of wasted human life the school- 
leaving age ought to be raised, and even 
after that a system of education should be 
provided to fit the young people for a useful 
e-reer, and employers ought to so arrange 
their conditions as to afford them time to 
attend continuation schools, exercise and 
recreation. All this would, of course, cost 
money, but every good thing costs money, 
an’ the community would be amply repaid 
by the increase of efficiency, output of work, 
national «stability, and a saving of expendi- 
ture in other directions. 


' DIFFICULTIES. 

Mr. Richard Mulcahy, Minister for Loca) 
Government and Public Health, said that 
Dr.. Renshaw’s views were worthy of deep 
consideration, but there were considerable 
social and economic difficulties to be en- 
countered. He thought, however, that they 
could look forward to a hardening of the 
fibre of the rising generation. After the 
census was taken he hoped to have statistics 
that would enable the Government to move 
towards the solution of the social goes 
Although the fact was not embodied in any 
Act of the Dail, the Minister for Education 
had power to raise the school attendance age 
to sixteen years. What he thought was much 
needed was the physical training of the 
pupils, to reduce sickness and inefficiency and 
all that arises from bad nourishment and 
poor environment; but they were dealing 
with the medical examination of the children 
in the schools, and in that way he hoped to 
reduce the loss of life that arose from sick- 
ness, 

Mr. Alfred Manning said that unless 
attention was devoted to the formation of 
character the race was doomed. In that 
matter the qualifications of the teachers in 
the schools ought to be examined. 

TRAINING THE CHILD. 

The President (Major Cooper, T.D.) said 
that so long as children were brought up in 
places like the tenement houses in Dublin 
there could not be much improvement. It 
was obvious that children were not subject to 
to the same degree of authority as they were 
twenty years ago. Between the weakened 
authority of the parents, the teacher and the 
clergyman, the child was slipping through. 
On the whole, he thought that children were 
less mannerly and less considerate than they 
were some years ago. There might be some 
organisation that would take on the work of 
looking after the child and training him to be 
a useful citizen.

ge commotion has been caused in 

Northern political circles by the 
speech which Mr. W. Clow, of Portadown, 
is reported to have made at Kingstown on 
Friday night. Mr. Clow is one of the 
most prominent business men in the pro- 
vince, and takes an active part in social 
problems, including local option. His 
statement, therefore, that it is the desire 
of Irish Presbyterians, North and South, 
that at the earliest possible moment the 
barriers should be broken down and 
Ireland made one, is of peculiar signifi- 
cance. The fact is that the Government 
is rapidly losing touch with the people, 
both great and small, as has . been 
evidenced by the outbursts of chairmen 
of various Unionist public bodies re- 
cently throughout the Six-County area. 
The Earl of Belmore, Colonel Howard and 
other leaders of public opinion have ex- 
pressed their dissatisfaction, and there 
has been a swelling chorus of “ Amens,’’ 
even from the most unexpected quarters. 
Inside and outside the House of Commons 
the Government has been repeatedly 
warned that it is turning its own sup- 
porters into opponents, but it pays no 
heed and blunders along, offending both 
friend and foe. Perhaps, Mr. Clow has 
had a vision of the days of old when 
Northern Presbyterians fought for Irish 
freedom, but, be that as it may, many of 
the present generation are bitterly opposed 
to the policy of the Craigavon Cabinet. 
The traditional solidarity of the Unionist 
ranks no longer exists, and the party is 
in danger of being rent asunder by in- 
ternal dissensions; yet the leaders 
foolishly believe that they have only to 
beat the official drum and send round the 
fiery cross in order to restore discipline. 


FEARSOME SHADOW,S, 


It was pointed out by an influential 
leader of public opinion in County Lon- 
donderry quite recently that the day of 
the ‘‘ bogey has passed. Fearsome 
shadows of imaginative coming events no 
longer cause a shiver of apprehension, 
even amongst the nervous. Strangely 
enough, women’s wit is quicker than 
men’s to perceive the true value of a 
situation. During the week-end Miss F. 
E. Harcourt, the Chairman of the Cromac 
Women’s Unionist Association, the 
largest body of its kind in the city, drew 
attention to the troubles in the camp, 
but her suggested remedy is not one which 
will commend itself to people of indepen- 
dent mind. She said that at present 
there was too much contention about what 
the Government should do and what they 
should not do, and it was not coming 
from the Opposition, but from the 
Unionists themselves. This she deplored, 
and said that they should support all re- 
forms introduced by the Government in 
the Northern Parliament, no matter 
what they were. That, however, is asking 
too much, and the average voter is be- 
ginning to think more for himself than 
he has done in the past. At the meeting 
referred to, the danger of apathy was 
stressed, and, in fact, all through the city 
an effort is being made to arouse the 
electorate to a sense of duty, but the re- 
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sponse is feeble. 


PROHIBITIVE FOOD PRICES. 


It is interesting to note, apropos of the 
reference to soaring food prices in this 
column just a week ago, that Mr. Rowley 
Elliott, M.P., has since addressed a 
question to the Prime Minister asking 
whether, in view of the prohibitive prices 
charged for foodstuffs in the city of Belfast, 
particularly in regard to farm produce, he 
would consider the advisability of estab- 
lishing a Food Council for Northern Ire- 
land. The answer is evasive and unsatis- 
factory. Mr. J. Milne Barbour, the 
Minister of Commerce, says that questions 
relating to prices of farm produce are at 
present the subject of inquiry by a com- 
mittee set up by the Minister of Agri- 
culture, but that under the arrangement 
made between the Imperial and Northern 
Governments at the time when the Food 
Council was established in Great Britain 
a liaison officer representing the Northern 
Government was attached to the Food 
Council with the dual function of keeping 
the Northern Government informed of the 
work of the Council and of keeping the 
Council in touch with food questions in 
Northern Ireland. All that sounds very 
well, but the conditions of the two 
countries are totally different, and the 
farmers here frequently state that they 
are being victimised by England. High 
British officials have very little concern 
for what a poor Irishman pays for his 
butter, eggs, bacon, pork, potatoes or any- 
thing else, and they are too far away to 
bother about it. 


A CRUMB OF HOPE. 

A crumb of hope, however, is offered; 
for Mr. Barbour says further that, if 
steps are taken to control prices in Great 
Britain, the Northern Government will 
consider the advisability of following along 
similar lines. This is thé kind of thing 
that makes people impatient with the 
present régime as something with no 
virility or backbone of its own. If the 
Government published a list of what were 
reasonable prices weekly according to the 
market values, there would be no need for 
control; for the consumers would then 
know whether they were being robbed or 
not, and would act accordingly. If the 
members of the Government could only 
hear the comments of ‘‘ the man-in-the- 
street,” they would not feel so comfortable 
as they profess to be. Wages are low, but 
food prices are high, and history shows 
that these are conditions which generally 
lead to trouble. It was stated in the 
House of Commons the other day that 
many of the community are already 
bordering on a state of revolt, but it has 
hardly come to that yet. The Ulster-Scot 
is fair-minded, industrious and long- 
suffering even when imposed upon, but it 
is in*the ballot-box that he will look for 
his remedy. Will the Government take 
heed in time and rely on its own 
efforts, or will it wait for a nod from 
Westminster before adopting beneficial 
measures? There is wisdom in the one 
course and folly in the other if the people 
are to be contented. 


INTO THE SEETHING POT, 


Another series of meetings in favour of 
local option has just been opened in Bel- 
fast, and resolutions are being adopted 
demanding that a restrictive measure be 


passed during the lifetime of the next 


Parliament. It is now frankly admitted 
that local option ig merely the thin end 
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of the wedge for prohibition, so that, even 
if the present demand were conceded, the 
strife would still continue, but in a fiercer 
form, for total abolition. The great mass 
of the Northern people, of all shades of 
political colour, will never submit to the 
tyranny of a noisy minority, and even 
strong temperance reformers are opposed 
te such extreme proposals. How they could 
enforce such a law, if passed, is not stated 
by these amateur legislators, and it is 
difficult to understand the object of these 
men—admirable citizens in every other 
way—who would, to use the Premier’s 
vivid description, throw Ulster once more 
into the seething pot. The question wa; 
discussed at a meeting of the Portrush 
Branch of the North Antrim Unionist 
Association during the week-end, and Mr. 
J. C. Lyle, €.V.O. said that they 
viewed with alarm, and intended to oppose 
resolutely, those who were striving to sow 
dissension between men who partook in 
moderation of alcoholic liquor and those 
who did not, They gave fair warning, 
said Mr. Lyle, that the adoption of 
prohibition as a plank on the Unionist 
platform would rend the party asunder 
and bring about its downfall. This plain 
speakinz expresses the thoughts of most 
sensible people, and it also reveals the 
resentment felt by the moderates against 
the extremists," who seem to have some 
mysterious notion that a miracle may be 
performed by the mere waving of a 
teetotal wand. Their ideals are good, but 
their methods are absurd. Let them try 
educative ‘methods for a change, and they 
will find that they are doing the country 
a real and lasting service. 


THE LIGHT THAT FAILED. 


A curious coincidence in relation to the 
Northern Government 's policy of follow- 
ing the Imperial Government “step by 
step” occurred during the final sitting of 
the House of Commons last week. It will 
be recalled that the British Assembly was 
plunged into darkness through the failure 
of the electric light, the members being 
greatly alarmed at the incident. The 
Belfast Parliament, being a _ lesser 
luminary, only uses gas, and two hours 
subsequent to the London episode there 
was alarm among the select, as a portion 
of their premises was also immersed in 
Stygian gloom, one of the Labour members 
having absent-mindedly turned off the 
main tap. The occurrence has created a 
good deal of amusement locally, and 
scoffers are accusing the &cvernment of 
too realistically. following the English 
example, while others think it extra- 
ordinary that there should be a scarcity 
of “gas” in such a place. There are also 
a few thinkers who stoutly contend that 
some people prefer darkness rather than 
light, but they belong to the conjectural 
cult, and must not be taken too seriously. 


DATE OF PRINCE’S VISIT. 


The date of the visit of the Prince of 
Wales to Belfast has not yet been 
announced, but your correspondent has 
been informed on trustworthy authority 
that it will be approximately about the 
third week in May next, Efforts are being 
made by the Board of Works to have 
everything in preparation for that time, 
and the arrangements will be of an 
elaborate nature. Special grand stands 
are to be erected on the terrace for dis- 
tinguished visitors and members of Par- 
liament and other local bodies, while 
stands will also be built along the 
approach to the steps to accommodate 
the general public. As already stated in 
this column, the Prince will be the guest 
of the Duke and Duchess of Abercorn 
during his brief stay. The city will be 
a blaze of colour, as the scheme of de- 
corations is to be lavish and ornate, and 
everything will be done to impress the 
Prince with the hospitality and the great- 
ness of the Northern capital. All classes 
are already looking forward with pleasure 
to the coming of the Prince, and he will 
receive a real céad mile fdilte when he 
lands on the Irish shores. 


NEW DIGNITY FOR BANGOR. 

The flourishing seaside resort of Bangor 
is shortly to be raised to the dignity 
of a borough, with mayor, aldermen and 
councillors; and the _ residents have 
already formed themselves into an associa- 
tion to prevent such scandals as brought 
the Belfast Corporation into disrepute. 
When the Urban Council goes out of 
existence next year it is proposed to lay 
the foundations of the new body sure and 
strong. It is declared that living in 
Bangor has become a luxury owing to 
high rates and generally increased costs 
everywhere, and it is suggested that all 
the present representatives should be 
“ sacked.’’ The new association welcomes 
to its ranks people of all classes and 
creeds, and it was stated at the first 
meeting last Friday night that there will 
be no religious or political test, as party 
questions should never be allowed to enter 
into municipal affairs. That is the proper 
spirit to exhibit in civic government, and 
the Belfast Corporation might even yet 
take a leaf out of the Bangor book and 
mend its ways. Banger is developing 
rapidly, and, with its increasing valua- 
tion. should find no difficulty in carrying 
out the important schemes of improvement 
along the piers and elsewhere which have 
recently been suggested. 


GIFTS FOR THE CATHEDRAL. 


An impressive Service was held yester- 
day in the Belfast Cathedral, when the 
“pillar of music,” with its carved capital 
composed of four angels, and the corbel 
of Bishop Jeremy Taylor, together with 
the corbel of George Salmon. some time 
Provost of Trinity College, Dublin, were 
dedicated by the Bishop of Down. The 
congregation, which numbered about 2,500 
people, included organists and choir- 
masters of all denominations and many 
others interested in musical culture 
generally. Mr. Sydney H. Nicholson, 
M.V.O., organist of Westminster Abbey, 
gave an address on beauty in public 
worship, and the Dean of Belfast paid a 
tribute to the late Mr. J. W. Nicholl, a 
former organist of the old Church of 
St. Anne’s, to whose memory the pillar 
of music has been erected. The Cathedral 
has been greatly enriched recently by 
beautifully finished ‘carvings on the 
capitals of the pillars, the work of 
eminent sculptors, and further art decora- 
tions are in contemplation.

TO CEASE.

REORGANISATION PLAN 


= 


The report of the Commission appointed by 
the Northern Government and the County 
Councils of Tyrone and Fermanagh to inquire 
into the affairs of the Clogher Valley Railway 
was issued last night. The chiet recommenda- 
tions are :— 

That the undertaking shall be taken over 
by the County Councils of Tyrone and Fer- 
manag 


That the passenger service shall cease. 
That the staff shall be reduced from 97 

to 38. 

The railway, which rans from Tynan to 
Maguiresbridge, a distance of 57 miles, was 
opened for traffic in 1884. For about two- 
thirds of its length it runs upon the public 
road. The ratepayers in certain areas are 
bound to make good any insufficiency in the 
traffic. receipts, to defray the working ex- 
penses, and also to pay dividends at thé rate 
of 5 per cent. to the shareholders. The 
nominal capital of the company is £150,000, 
divided into 15,000 shares of £10, and of these 
shares 12,331 have been issued, and the paid- 
up capital amounts to £123,310. 

The railway never has earned a dividend, 
and in thirty out of the forty years of its 
existence the working expenses have exceeded 
the gross revenne. Last year the total de- 
ficiency was £12,368. 

REDUCED TRAFFIC. 

The members of the Commission adopt 
almost in their entirety the recommendations 
of Mr. R. Killin, C.B.E., of the London, 
Midland and Scottish Railway. who acted as 
their technical adviser. They state— 

Bearing in mind the competition of road 
services which has sprung up, both for pas- 
sengers and ds, and the heavy losses in- 
curred in working the railway, we have been 
in some doubt as to the possibility of keep- 
ing it open any longer. 

he traffic returns for 1926 show that 
69,622 passengers, 135,818 tons of merchandise, 
4,192 tons of coal, coke and patent fuel, 
5,444 tons other minerals, and 7,057 head of 
live stock were carried by the railway. The 
gross traffic receipts amounted to £13,184, 
and the expenses of the railway amounted to 
£19,550, thus involving a trading .loss of 
£6,366. Salaries and wages in 1926 cost 
£12,981, as against £4,994 in 1914, and re- 
present 98.46 per cent. of the gross receipts. 

In the year 1913 the passengers numbered 
115,448, and the loss of passenger traffic since 
then may be attributed to the extensive use 
of motor cars and to “bus competition. 

The passenger traffic is now very light, ex- 
cept on special occasions, such as 12th July, 
when up to 1,900 persons may be carried, 
and the gross revenue for 1926 was only 
We have no information as to whether 
the "bus service through the Clogher Valley 
pays its expenses, buí we have from time to 
time seen the "buses arriving in the principal 
towns with very few passengers. We are 
definitely of opinion that the passenger traffic 
in the Clogher Valley is not sufficient to 
support two means of transport. i 

As regards the freight services it is a 
matter of considerable importance to farmers 
and traders that their perishable produce 
should reach the local and cross-Channel 
markets in prime condition, and any failure 
to provide reasonable and adequate facilities 
would react unfavourably on the producers. 

If the passenger service is to be continued, 
the permanent way will have to be relaid over 
a distance of twenty-two miles at a net cost 
of £17,600. It will also be necessary to 
rebuild or replace the carriages and joco- 
motives. The latter might be dane, in part, 
as the directors of the company have urged, 
by introducing two Sentinel steam cars at a 
cost of £9,000. To equip the railway for 
carrying passengers with the degree of 
comfort and the speed afforded by a wood 
type of road ‘bus would thus involve a total 
outlay of about £26,600. 

We are not aware of any source from which 
this large sum could be raised at the present 
time, nor do we consider that such expendi- 
ture would be justified. 

FREIGHT LINE ONLY. 

While realising the inconvenience that may 
be involved both to the travelling public and 
to the employés whose services will no longer 
be required, we are reluctantly forced to the 
conclusion that the passenger services should 
be abandoned, and that the railway should 
hereafter be carried on only as a freight line. 

Mr. Killin’s scheme provides for a head- 
quarter staff, consisting of a manager (with 
ha salary of £350), a clerk, and a relief porter. 
The posts of the locomotive superintendent 
and the accountant disappear, and their 
duties are to be taken over by the manager. 
At most of the stations the rank of agent 
(stationmaster) disappears, and Grade II. 
tps: are to do all the work single-handed, 

ut subject to the supervision of a travelling 
agent. The gangers in charge of the various 
sections of the track are to lose their plate- 
layers and do the work single-handed, but a 
flying squad, consisting of the permanent way 
inspector, a ganger and four platelayers, will 
carry out any track repairs beyond the capa- 
city of the individual gangers. 

While adopting, in its broad outline, Mr. 
Killin’s scheme, we are nevertheless of 
opinion that, in actual practice, some slight 
modifications and adjustments may be found 
necessary. From our knowledge of local cir- 
cumstances and conditions we felt justified in 
recommending that Mr. Killin’s schedule of 
staff should be varied to the extent of pro- 
viding two g “Rug stationed at Five- 
miletown, as he suggests, and the other at 
Aughnacloy. The latter agent should super- 
vise the Grade II. porter, who, under the 
scheme, will have charge of Ballygawley 
Station. Also we do not consider it possible, 
without prejudice to the earnings of the rail- 
way, for one man to have effective charge of 
both Clogher and Angher stations, and 
accordingly we recommend that a Grade II. 
porter should be provided at each station. 

We are assured that the system of placing 
stations under the charge of porters, subject 
to the supervision of a travelling agent or 
stationmaster, is in operation on sections of 
railways in Great Britain, and is working 
smoothly. The present-day wages of a porter 
appear to attract in Great Britain men of 
sufficient education to perform the clerical 
duties involved. 

We do, however, urge that the staff should 
be treated with such consideration as the 
circumstances of the case permit, and that 


' those men who must be discharged should 


have ample notice, so that they may seek 
other employment in the interim. 

The net benefit from the reorganisation will 
be a little over £7,000 a year, and this sum 
will extinguish the present working loss of 
£6,566 and leave a small working profit avail- 
able to meet the annual contribution to the 
renewals fund above mentioned, 

If our recommendations are made effective, 
we do not think that the burden on the rate- 

ayers will hereafter exceed 8d. in the £ in 

yrone or 6d, in the £ in Fermanagh, and 
a scheme of capital redemption may ex- 
tinguish the contribution altogether alter a 
period of years, 
OMNIBUS SERVICES. 

We believe that the 'bus service now being 

rovided by the Belfast Omnibus Company, 

td., in the Clogher Valley will suffice to meet 
the essential requirements of passenger traffic, 
apart from excursions; and we trust that no 
unfair advantage will be sought from the 
closing down of the railway passenger service. 
Representations should .be made to the 
management as to the necessity for giving a 
‘bus service connecting with railway trains 
at Maguiresbridge and Tynan. 

If the omnibus company should fail to make 
these railway connections, or to act fairly and 
reasonably in the matter of fixing fairs and 
carrying passengers’ luggage, the situation thus 
created might be met by a competitive road 
'bus service being set up, either by the Great 
Northern Railway Company or by the owners 
of the Clogher Valley Bailwa under the 

ers conferred by the Railways (Road 
Vehicles) Act (Northern Ireland), 1927.

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OYERLOADED SHIPS. 
OWNER SENT TO PRISON,

Found guilty at the Cardiff Assizes yester- 
day on thirteen counts relating to the sending 
of the British steamers Eastway and Tideway 
to sea in an tnseaworthy condition, Watkin 
James Williams (46), shipowner, was sen- 

to twelve months’ imprisonment in 
the second division, and ordered to pay the 
costs of the prosecution. The way 
foundered with the loss of twenty-three lives 
in a horricane off the Bermudas in October 
last year. 

The Attorney-General, Sir Douglas Hogg, 
had alleged persistent overloading from 
foreign ports, and the hearing of the evi- 
dence had occupied five days. 

When the Court resumed eK for 
counsel's closing speeches, Mr. 0. P. Lang- 
ton, K.C., said that the case for the defence 
was that the Eastway sailed in a perfectly 
seaworthy condition, and was sank by a 
hurricane of unprecedepted violence, in w 
H.M.S. Valerian also ‘perished. 

This case, said the Attorney-General, has 
an as of very serious public importance. 
The lives of those sailing the seas to-day 
may well depend on the verdict, if the verdict 
be such as to encourage others to continue 
such practiggs: as the prosecution alle 
resulted im the loss of the Eastway. If peop 
choose to gamble with the. lives of sailors to 
put money into their pockets, I hope that 
the jury will say that that is a practice 
which cannot be carired on with tmpunity. 

GRAVELY IMPORTANT. 

Mr. Justice Wright, II the jury, 

said:—You are charged with a duty of the 


gravest importance to the shipping com- | 


munity and those that go down to the 
in ships. I am quite satisfied that Ó 
standard of ships’ management in this city 
is very high, and if you find that there ha 
been a departare from that standard y 
will give expression to that in your verdict. 
The jury, after an absence of nearly two 
hours, returned ae verdict of guilty on all 
thirteen counts. 
Before passing sentence, the judge ssid :— 
In this country the Legislature has for half 
a century or so taken steps to make tt a 
rimary part of its policy that ships should 
made, as far as they can be, seaworthy, 
and that unscrupulous shipowners should not 
be allowed to overload their ships and risk 
the lives of those on board. You have been 
found guilty of committing that crime in 
thirteen separate cases. You have not been 
prosecuted for causing the Kastway to be lost, 
but you have been prosecuted, and you are 
convicted, however, of not doing your duty 
so as to see that all reasonable steps were 
taken for the safety of your ship.

WHAT THEY MAY GET. 

Some credit is due to the shareholders for 
providing the means to build and equip the 
railway, which, with all its imperfections, 
has contributed materially to the comfort, 
convenience and well-being of the com- 
munities throughout the Clogher Valley area. 
It would; however, be unwise for the share- 
holders to ignore altogether the attitude of 
the ratepayers, who are very impatient of the. 
burden imposed upon them, and accordingly 
we suggest that it should be possible to pre. 
pare and carry through a scheme for the 
purchase of the shares upon a basis to be 
agreed, the capital sum required being pro- 
vided on loan from public funds. 

In the event of such a scheme being framed 
and accepted by ali the parties concerned, 
the annual contribution of £6,166 should 
continue to be levied through the County 
Councils, with recoupment from Government 
funds of such amount as falls to be paid on 
the existing statutory basis, and should 
be applied year by year; firstly, in payment 
of interest upon the moneys borrowed from 
public funds for the purchase of shares; 
secondly, in payment of dividends to such 
residue of the shareholders as had not sold 
their shares to the trustees of the scheme; 
and thirdly, in partial repayment of. the capi- 
tal sum borrowed for the purchase of the 
shares. 

When in process of time all the company’s 
shares have been acquired by the trustees 
of the scheme, the company should still be 
kept in existence, the trustees being the re- 
gistered shareholders, so that the legal title 
to recover from the baronies the amount of 
the guaranteed dividend might be preserved 
— the amount borrowed was repaid in 
u 

By way of illustration we may state tiat 
if the shares were acquired for £6 with 
moneys borrowed at 54 per cent. interest, the 
same annual contribution of £6,166 (at pre- 
sent required to pay the dividend to the 
shareholders of the company) would repay 
the total amount of the loan in 20 years and 
leave the ratepayers free thereafter from any 
liability with t to the dividend.

THE TRANSPORT CRISIS. .. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. | 
Sirr,—lt is now almost two years since it 
fell to my lot to preside over the conclading 
session of the Irish National Transport Con- 


and of County Councils, together with repre- 


“| sentatives of the Farmers’ Union, of railway 


and shipping interests, and of all Irish 
motoring organisations were present, and 
adopted—and forwarded to President Cos- 
grave—a unanimous resolution in the follow- 
ing terms :— 

That this Congress strongly recommends the 

formation of a National Transport Commission to 
examine and report upon tiie problem of ¢o- 
relating the. work of the various transport agencies 
in the Free State. 
That recommendation was most  unfor- 
tunately turned down by the Government, 
with the result that we are now wpon 
the threshold of a wasteful and senseless 
“war” between transport interests, whose 
co-operation might be of priceless national 
value. Fortunately, however, there is still 
some hepe that the Government may, even 
now, be induced to take some action which 
may yet substitute co-operation and economy 
for ‘‘ war’’ and waste. ‘It seems likely 
that the Senate, on next Wednesday, will 
adopt Senator O’Farregl’s motion which is 
couched in substantially the same terms as 
the resolution of the Transport Congress. 
The purpose of this letter is to urge Sena- 
tors to give the motion their unanimous 
support, and to plead with the Govern- 
ment to grapple with a situation which now 
clearly threatens to become hopelessly 
chaotic, by setting up the proposed Trans- 
port Commission without further delay. 

May I add one or two comments which, I 
hope, may help to allay the inflammation 
which appears to be growing between ratl- 
way and competing road transport interests ? 
To railway interests 1 would say: Do not 
try to crush the body of plucky, indepen- 
dent *bus owners, whose enterprise is en- 
tirely responsible for opening up so many 
isolated and stagnant parts of the country. 
If it were possible for you to run them 
(which I do not believe it is without play- 
ing havoc ‘with railway interests also), you 
would be guilty of a recklessly unpatriotic 
action. 1ey are entitled to hve, and play 
their part in national reconstruction. To 
the independent ‘bus owners I would say : 
Do not expect railway directors to take a 
strictly judicial, or purely patriotic, view of 
competition which undoubtedly threatens 
their shareholders’ revenites. Railway direc- 
tors and managers, like the rest of us, ar 
but human beings. If they are hit, expect 
them to hit back. 

Upon both parties I would urge the advice 
that, whatever the provocation may be, the 
temptation to indulge in recriminations and 
reprisals should be sternly resisted. Sacri- 
fices must be made by both parties. Rail- 
ways may have to close dewn lines and 
stations which have ceased to pay, and to 
withdraw some of their new ‘bus services 
which can only be made to pay by taking 
trafic from the railways themselves. In- 
dependent “bus owners, in their turn, may 
have to agree to abstain from direct com- 
petition for long-distance traffic which can 
more conveniently be handled by railways. 
The. lines of demarcation and accommoda- 
tion may be impossible to fix finally and 
immediately, but they can be found if 
mutual good-will prevails. 

As to the part to be played by the Go- 
vernment, crohably the less it is the better. 
One thing, however, it cam do. TH, can 
cease to create the confusion which inevit- 
ably arises from several departments deal- 
ing with different branches af the transport 
network. It can centralise ‘such Poste sas. i 
it may be necessary to exereisée in one body, 
whether it be in a Ministry of Transport or 
in a permanent inter-departmental board, or 
by the simple and cheap expedient of trans- 
ferring the Railways Branch of the Depart- 
ment of Industry and Commerce and. the 
Roads’ Branch of the Ministty of Local Go- 
vernment to the Minister for Posts and 
‘Telegraphs. 

One aspect of road transport is not at all 
sufficientiy appreciated. It gives more em- 
ployment even than the railways. Taking 
into account the number occupied in driving, 
repairing and otherwise maintaining and 
supplying the requirements of the 50,000 or 
more Free State motor vehicles, and the 
number engaged in various branches of road- 
making, there is little doubt that road trans- 
port is to-day second only to agriculture as 
a source of employment. It is probably 
the only important industry which—withont 
State aid, and in spite of penal taxation—has 
steadily and rapidly increased the number 
of its employés. As the biggest new force 
in our economic existence it demands respect 
and helpful attention in a measure not yet 
realised im responsible quarters. That is my 
apology for intruding such a long letter upon 
your hospitality and upon the patience of 
your readers.—Yours, etc.,

THE DUBLIN TRAMS. 

TO TUK EDITOR OF THE TRISH TIMES 

Sir,—The announcement that the Belfast 
tram services have heen accelerated is of 
special interest in view of the present trafhc 
position in Dublin. The London County 
Council trams have also instituted a similar 
reform, and they now maintain a higher 
average speed.timn the ‘buses in London. 
The 'bus menace to the Dublin tramways is 
considerable, and it is viewed with concern 
by many of the citizens. It ought to be met 
by faster and improved services. By speed- 
ing up the journey tunes and quickly turning 
round at terminal points great improvements 
could be effected without increasing the num- 
ber of cars in operation. The conversion of 
the trams to what is called ‘‘ saloon cars ” 
wotld,: no doubt, prove as popular here as 
in England. 

On most of the less important routes the 
trams now jolt along ia a leisurely manner, 
bumping painfully over tho bad rail-joints. 
Nearly all up-to-date tramways weld the rail- 
joints, thus obviating the unpleasant and 
noisy bumping. It is extraordinary that the 
D.U.T. Company do not adopt this excellent 
practice. The frequent, though usually brief, 


wire are most annoying, and are of much 
more frequent occurrence in Dublin than else- 
where. a conjunction with the City Com- 
missioners, the Tramways Company ought to 
provide kerbed islands: and shelters for wait- 
ing passengers. Shelters at the Pillar, Col- 
lege Green and elsewhere would be a great 
boon. . . EAR 
The tramways will only maintain their 
position on the streets by progressive im- 
provements in their services and in passenger 
accommodation. Thus prepared, they would 
be in a position to compete successfully with 
even the most up-to-date *buses.—Yours, etc.,

CARNIVAL.

Gambling in the Free State. 


Yesterday our Special Correspondent 
discussed some aspects greyhound 
racing—its finance, its effects on horse 
racing, and the traffic in false pedigrees 
that has resulted from the keen demand 
for Irish dogs. There is, however, another 
aspect of greyhound racing which, as we 
think, has a truly national importance. 
It has furnished new opportunities for the 
practice of gambling in Ireland, and those 
opportunities will increase ; for, under the 
auspices of native and English syndicates, 
the cult of the electric hare is being pro- 
moted in Dublin and other cities. Grey- 
hound racing is a democratic institution. 
For a small price the clerk or artisan may 
watch exciting races between swift dogs, 
and he can “ back his fancy’’ freely and 
often in sums as slender as a single 
shilling. So, in the greyhound racing 
season, the citizen may gamble, if he so 
chooses, without interruption from early 
morning. until late at night. Since street 
betting became office betting and was 
legalised in the Free State many hundreds 
of small betting offices have been estab- 
lished throughout the country; in Dublin 
alone there are some two hundred of them. 
All seem to do a brisk and steady busi- 
ness. Many of the Dublin offices are 
crowded during the mornings and after- 
noons; their clients, who come mainly 
from. the working-classes, include many 
women, and even children are not excluded, 
These people bet in amounts ranging from 
sixpence upwards, and some of them bet 
on race after race, remaining at the book- 
makers’ counter until their money or—if 
they are lucky—the day’s racing has come 
to an end. In effect, the practice ol 
gambling is now almost universal through- 
out the country, and illimitable facilities 
for gambling are furnished, under the 
mgis of the State, for the classes which can 
afford least to lose their money in this 
way and are, on the whole, very ignorant 
of the causes which produce results in a 
highly technical form of sport. Whovcan 
doubt that gambling, practised in this 


of 


reckless and wholesale fashion, is & 


‘natiénal misfortune? It distracts the 


;

and increases poverty and unemployment. 
There must be cases in which it becomes 
an incentive to crime. 

We are willing to assume that gambling 
is an instinct ineradicable ftom the human 
heart, and is the poor man’s easiest way 
of escape from the sordid and depressing 
certainties of his daily life. We shall 
allow that legalised gambling may be 
preferable to the illegal, but unrestricted, 
‘sort, and that the State, having legalised 
gambling, is entitled to tax it for purposes 
of revenue. Nevertheless, can any 
thoughtful citizen be satisfied—even when 
he has made these admissions—with the 
existing condition of affairs? On the one 
hand, horse-racing itself is declining in 
the Free State as a result of diminishing 
attendances at race-meetings, of increasing 


expenses and of the burden of taxation | 


which the State has 
Horse-racing not only is a splendid sport, 
but is the mainstay of that great industry 
of horse-breeding which, in its turn, is 
one of the main props of the national 
industry of agriculture, Moreover, two 
things can be predicated of most of the 
people who attend race-meetings and pay 
the considerable cost of entry. They. can 
afford, more or less, to “back their 
fancy,’’ and they may be supposed to have 
made some study of the problems of 
““form’’ and breeding. These people, 
under the present system, are a dwindling 
class. On the other hand, we see the 
betting shops crowded daily with men and 
women who are neglecting their jobs and 
homes, gambling blindly with their small 
wages, setting the worst example to their 
children, and inviting, for the most part, 
a poverty grimmer than their normal lot. 
It is certain that the new facilities for 
gambling in the Free State have become, 
and, if they are not revised, will continue 
to be in growing measure, a public curse. 
Not long ago, when drink was the national 
bane, Mr. Kevin O'Higgins introduced a 
strong measure of reform. To-day 
gambling is the national bane—hardly a 
whit less destructive than drink was, until 
recently, of the people’s character and 
homes. Can the Free State Government

a person is immune or not to diphtheria. 
With the test is associated a method for 
active “immunisation ” of persons found 
to be susceptible to the disease. The 
Committee states that the evidence tends 
to show that, where the population of 
such institutions as hospitals and resi- 
dential schools is “ immunised,’”’ a marked 
diminution of the incidence of diphtheria 
follows; but “there is, so far as can be 
ascertained, no place in the world where 
active immunisation has been carried 
out with such completeness as to render 
it possible to draw any justifiable and 
certain conclusion,’’ It is not recommended, 
therefore, that active immunisation shall 
be introduced among school children at 
present. Close-observation will be kept 
on the results of the new method of pre- 
vention in those places where it is 
practised already, and a further report 
will be made in a year’s time. Among 
the difficulties of reaching an assured con- 
clusion is the fluctuating incidence of the 
disease. Certain districts are attacked, 
and the malady rages for varying periods— 
in some cases for two or three years—and 
then it transfers its activities to other 
places. The cessation of an epidemic may 
be attributed to the “immunisation”’ 
treatment, but also it may be due to 
what is called natural immunisation, or 
the “salting’’ of the community. Where 
diphtheria occurs association with the 
@isease sets up resistance, and finally 
produces immunity. It is the aim of 
active, or artificial, immunisation to 
expedite this process. Promptitude in 
the application of anti-toxin is of the 
utmost importance, and the Committee 
suggests that the metropolitan borough 
councils ought to disseminate authoritative 
information to parents. Mortality from 
diphtheria is highest among children 
under five years of age, and many a young 
life could be saved by timely action.

diplomacy, inasmuch as for the first time | 


representatives of Soviet Russia will be in 
attendance, and, with delegates from the 
United States, will participate in the 
discussions. Every nation has affirmed 
its adherence to the principle of disarma- 
ment. All are unanimous in a professed 
desire to replace the age of force by an 
age of reason, but so far, unfortunately, 
there has been regrettably little evidence 
of its practical application. Hitherto 
during all the talks that have taken 
place at Geneva the absence of Russia 
has been a serious obstacle in the way of 
success. Isolated from the rest of the 
world, with a mysteriously formidable 
army about which few facts were known, 
Russia was a sinister. figure, whose 
political activities and intrigues, espe- 
cially in Eastern Asia, constituted a 
constantly growing threat to the world’s 
peace. While Russia stood aloof no 
nation in Europe, with the exception of 
Great Britain, could be expected to 
disarm. Now, however, Russia has sent 
delegates to Geneva. M. Litvinoff and his 
colleagues will have the fullest authority 
to negotiate with the representatives of 
the other European States. It is, unfor- 
tunately, true that the gravest doubts have 
been cast on the sincerity of the Bolshevist 
Government, whose sudden interest in dis- 
armament has been attributed to mischief- 
making motives. Be that may, 
Russia has come into the open at last, and 
a few days at Geneva will prove the ex- 
tent of her good faith. 

Since the outbreak of the Bolshevist 
revolution, ten years ago, the Russians 
have been loud in their demand for 
universal disarmament, an ideal which 
stands in the forefront of their official 
programme; but in the meanwhile they 
have built up an exceedingly powerful 
army. In 1914 the peace strength of 
the Tsar’s Army was some 1,300,000 
men, with a further 500,000 reservists. 
To-day the Red Army’s peace strength is 
1,124,000 men, and in time of war some 
10,000,000 could be mobilised from men 
between the ages of 18 and 31. This machine 
is strengthened by an efficient Air Force, 
organised in ninety squadrons with twelve 
aeroplanes apiece. Its discipline is said 
to be excellent, and in the event of a war it 
certainly wuuld give a very good account 
of itself. M. Litvinoff’s intentions are 
still unknown; but nobody who has been 
following the course of events in Russia 
since Lenin’s death can believe that the 
Soviet Government will consent to any 
measure of disarmament without the 
imposition of impossible terms on the rest 
of Europe. Of course, the Bolsheviks 
may have undergone a change of heart 
during the last few years; but so far they 
have given no sign of it, and the other 
Powers will be very suspicious of M. 
Litvinoff until he shows his hand. Never- 
theless, the presence of Russian delegates 
is very useful at present; for the quarrel 
between Poland and Lithuania is coming 
to a head, and the Moscow Government 
has. taken definite sides. M. Litvinoff’s 
attitude towards this dispute wil] be the 
touchstone of his Government’s sincerity. 
If Russia really desires peace, she can come 
to reasonable terms with Poland and can 
persuade her Lithuanian protégé to accept 
them. If she merely seeks to make 
mischief at Geneva, her game will be dis- 
covered soon.

Dr. Esposito, who has had a part in the 
Royal Dublin Society 's musical recitals for a 
far longer period than anyone else, has played 
from time to time with many. different col- 
leagues. At the very initiation of the recitals 
he was the pianist in the- original chamber 
music party which, according to early 
arrangements, gave all the recitals of the 
season. Though afterwards it became the 
general policy to invite distinguished chamber 
music artists from other centres, Dr. Esposito 
continued to appear in the series, as pianist, 
with other performers, who, as a rule, were 
musicians resident in Dublin, and so at hand 
for rehearsal with him. Thus he has worked 
with different strings players from time to 
time, but for many years past he has had 
with him as one connecting link the ’cellist, 
Mr. Clyde Twelvetrees. Even after his re- 
moval to Manchester Mr. Twelvetrees main- 
tained his association with Dr, Esposito. 

Yesterday, however, Dr. Esposito appeared 
with an entirely new set of colleagues. Signor 
Grossi played the violin, Miss Maude Davin 
the viola, and Mr. Joseph Schofield the ‘cello. 
With the music that was played Dr. Esposito 
himself has been long familiar, and he had 
no difficulty in maintaining his own part in 
the programme. It is late in the day, how- 
ever, for him to begin educating a whole new 
set of colleagues into his ways with the 
music, and though individually every one of 
the players is competent and clever, the com- 
bination yesterday was not ideal. 

The recitals, nevertheless, were enjoyable. 
A great deal of fine music has been written 
for piano with two or three stringed. instru- 
ments. Two of the finest examples were 
reserved for the evening pee sg nate 
Brahms trio in C minor and the Schumann 
quartet. In the afternoon Dr. Esposito’s own 
sonata, played by Signor Grossi and the com- 
poser, stood out as the most attractive part 
of the programme, though there was also 
Beethoven’s late trio to take the interest of 
students of the master-composer’s develop- 
ment. Mr. Schofield shone as the soloist in 
the evening programme with a clean perform- 
ance of Corelli’s sonata, built: mainly on 
dance-forms, Miss Davin, taking part in the 
quartets, proved herself an understandin 
performer in chamber music. Very beautiful, 
indeed, was her playing of the lovely viola

Monpay NIGHT. 


Over a hundred Conservative members 
have signed a memorial to the Prime 
Minister urging in emphatic language a 
definite economy programme. ere is no 
doubt that this course has been impelled 
by the pressure that their constituents 
have brought on them during the recent 
recess. Feeling is strong in the country 
that the Government has not effected 
sufficient economies, and it is certain that, 
unless something more is done in that 
direction, there will be grave party 
trouble. Taxation has reached a point 
at which it becomes an intolerable burden, 
and all the tendencies of present-day 
legislation seem to be in favour of in- 
creasing it for what are now known as 
the “social services.” For those purposes 
the Socialist Party declare that, if they 
had the chance, they would increase taxa- 
tion by at least a hundred million a year. 
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Beet Sugar. 


Supplementary estimates to the amount 
of £500,000 are to be presented to the 
House of Commons for further expend- 


-ture in connection with the beet sugar 


industry. This will bring this years 
subsidy up to, roughly, five millions; but 
it is not likely to be approved’ by the 
House without a good deal of acrimonious 
criticism. The industry has made good, 
and, apart from the additional: employ- 
ment it provides on the land, finds work 
for between eight and nine thousand 
people in the various factories. It has 
inade good, however, at the expense of the 
several sugar refineries at Liverpool, 
Greenock and in the East End.of London, 
As a direct consequence of the new com- 
petition it has been found necessary at 
different times temporarily to close down 
those works, and the members represent- 
ing the areas concerned will bitterly 
oppose the increase of the beet subsidy by 
a single penny. 


Peace in Industry. 


If the Trade Union Council reciprocates 
the offer made by the great employers ot 
labour, much may be done to restore peace 
in industry. The bona fide Labour leaders 
having declared repeatedly that in the 
ballot. and not in strikes, lies the remedy 
for those ills to which Labour. is heir, it 
may be assumed that. they. will. respond 
to the invitation which Sir Alfred Mond 
and those associated with him have issued, 
There need be no fear of tardy cosopera- 
tion or half-heartedness in that direction. 
The stumbling block to the achievement 
of mutual and better understanding 
between employers and employed will 
come from another quarter—namely, from 
the extremists who exploit the Labour 
movement for their own ends and thrive 
on the cultivation of unrest. With a con 
tented working class they would find thei 
occupations gone. 


Big Ships. 


Shipping companies engaged in th 
North Atlantic passenger trade are tuir 
ing their attention to large vessels. I 
Cunard Line is considering the construc 
tion of a vessel that will be larger that 
anything at present afloat, and the White 
Star Line is to build’ a boat which will 
exceed the Majestic in length. The French 
Line is arranging for the construction of 
a vessel larger than its recently built 
Ile de France, which has a tonnage of 
43,500 tons, and Italy is ‘planning the 
building of two vessels of 46,000 tons. 
In Germany construction is proceeding 
with two huge liners which. will exceed 
the Majestic or Leviathan in length. but 
will not be so large in tonnage. Little 
is known as to the engine power of this 
new flect, but it is believed that the trans- 
Atlantic crossing will be considerably 
shortened when the are in com- 
mission.

Vegetable Prices. 


The inquiry to be undertaken by the 
Food Council into the discrepancy between 
the prices paid by purchasers of vegetables 
and the amount that the growers receive 
will open early next. month. . It will be 
easy to abtain evidence from wholesale 
salesmen and. retail distributors; but, on 
account of lack of organisation, the 
evidence of the smaller producers will not 
be so readily available. In order that the 
subject may be fully investigated, the 
Council, has intimated its readiness to 
receive either written or oral particulars 


_from those engaged in market gardening, 


and it is hoped that several deputations 
from rural districts will place first-hand 
particulars before the inquiry. 


Cheap Opera. 


Sir. Thomas Beecham’s scheme for the 
establishment of national opera is not 
receiving the support that one might 
expect. In fact, in some quarters its 
reception has been the reverse of inspirit- 
ing. He has obtained an enormous amount 
of oral support for his project, but there 
the assistance stops. The necessary 
financial aid is lacking, and it looks as 
if this attempt will be no more successful 
than its predecessors. Experience clearly 
indicates that in this country the public 
are indifferent to any schemes in this 
direction—at anv rate, if they have te 
support them by voluntary financial 
effort. 


Postal Curios. 


An ex-Post Office servant is responsible 
for the collection of over a hundred 
thousand postal curios. It was the work 
of a lifetime, and so interesting that the 
Union of Post Office Workers acquired it, 
though not before an American offer of 
$20,000 had, roughly, apprised its value. 
Among the gems is an original letter, 
dated May 24th, 1639, written by Sir FE. 
Osborne, who was in command in York; 
shire, to Colonel Fairfax. at the time ol 
the advance of the Royalist army against 
the Scots. It had been mailed: ' With 
all possible speede, hast, hast, hast, post 
hast, hast for life.” It is hoped that

Stolen Cars. 


Over a hundred cars are reported as 
stolen in London every month, but most 
of them are recovered by the police in the 
course of a few days. They are usually 
found abandoned in districts some miles 
from the place in which they were taken. 
In about 75 per cent. of the cases the cars 
have been taken purely for joy-riding, 
and, if no untoward accidents happen, the 
vehicles are returned to the neighbour- 
hoot whence they came. .Shonld any 
mishap occur, they are abandoned on the 
scene of the accident, and eventually 
restored to their -richtful owners through 
the avency of the police. There is little 
actual car stealine in these days owing to 
the activities of the police and the 
vigilance of the registration authorities.

LITHUANIA’S COMPLAINT.

GENEVA, Monday. 

The Baltic affair will come before the 
League Council when it meets a week 
hence, in the form of a complaint by 
Lithuania against Poland, based on 
Article II. of the Covenant, which deals 
with action to be taken by the League to 
saleguard the peace of nations. 

Lithuania’s complaint charges Poland 
with having taken repressive measures 
against Lithuanian schools and school- 
masters in the Vilna and Grodno districts, 
besides making a further allegation of 
warlike intentions on Poland’s part. 

The simultaneous presence at Geneva 
of Marshal Pilsudski, the Polish Prime 
Minister; M. Valdemaras, the Lithuanian 
Prime Minister, and M. Litvinoff, the 
Soviet Assistant Commissar for Foreign 
Affairs, bestows on the approaching 
session of the Council a political interest 
of the first order. 

There seems no doubt that the Vilna 
question will form a subject for private 
conversations between the three states- 
men.

Criticising the policy of the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, at Dundee last night, 
Sir Herbert Samuel said: “ There is only 
one financier on record who stands on an 
equal footing with Mr. Churchill, and that 
is the Irishwoman who declared with much 
satisfaction that she had been able to 
borrow enough money to pay all her 
debts.’’ 

The only one who applauded the 
achievements of the present Chancellor of 
the Exchequer was Mr. Churchill. He 
claimed that he had allocated in reduction 
of debt a total of £175,000,000 in three 
years. That was not correct. In addition 
to deficits met out of the sinking fund 
there had been receipts from war sales, 
various accounts had been liquidated, 
credit balances from the road fund had 
been swept into the Exchequer, income 
tax collected before being due, and other 
items accrued totalling £185,000,000, to 
set against the alleged repayment of 
£175,000,000.

OUTBREAK IN WILTSHIRE. 

The Ministry of Agriculture and 
Fisheries in London issued the following : 

The existence of foot-and-mouth disease 
was confirmed on Saturday evening at 
Shrewton, Salisbury, Wiltshire, in five out 
of fifty-four cattle on the premises. The 
usual restrictions have been applied to an 
area of approximately fifteen miles radius 
round the infected premises, and ten miles 
round Warminster, where a calf from the 
infected premises was exposed for sale on 
21st* November. 

On the South-East the boundary of this 
area is about ten miles from Shrewton, 
and is co-terminous with that of the 
Hampshire-New Forest infected area, in 
which twenty outbreaks have occurred 
since 16th November. 


VANISHED STAMP 
COLLECTION. 


SIXTY DAYS’ LITIGATION 
COSTS £60,000. 


Sixty thousand pounds is a conservative 
estimate of the costs incurred in the litiga- 
tion concerning the alleged theft of a 
collection of postage stamps, which has 
just ended in the House of Lords. This 
is £16,000 more than the original claim 
which was made under an insurance policy 
by Mr. Jonas Lek, a Brussels diamond 
merchant. Mr. Lek alleged that the 
stamps were stolen from his bedroom in a 
Berlin hotel, 

Altogether the litigation occupied sixty 
days, and the case is the longest insurance 
action heard in the English courts for 
many years. The hearing, before Mr. 
Justice Branson, in the High Court, lasted 
fifteen days, and when judgment was given 
for Mr. Henry Noble Matthews, as repre- 
sentative of a number of Lloyd’s under- 
writers costs amounting to more than 


£15,000, had been incurred by the two] 


parties. The fifteen days’ hearing before 
the Court of Appeal, which, by a majority; 
reversed Mr. Justice Branson’s decision, 
cost nearly £1,000 a day, and the same 
amount was spent on the proceedings in 
the House of Lords, where Mr. Matthews’ 
appeal was allowed with costs. 

In the House of Lords nearly £4,000 
was spent on printing the record of the 
case, which is required by law. This is 
contained in eight large volumes, of which 
only 40 sets were printed. Twenty of them 
were retained by the Court. Usually 80 
sets are struck off, and the Court claims 
40, but owing to the length and cost of the 
case, permission was given for this rule to 
be waived. 

An idea of the amount of work involved 
in the preparation of the litigation can be 
gathered from the fact that the documents 
in the possession of the solicitors on one 
side weighed nearly two hundredweight. 
Placed together tightly bundled, they 
make a pile nearly four feet square. 

Two leading “ silks’’ were engaged on 
both sides throughout the hearings. For 
Mr. Lek were Mr. A. T. Miller, K.C., and 
Mr. R. P. Croom-Johnson, K.C., and Mr. 
Gordon Clark; and for the successful 
appellant, Sir Leslie Scott, K.C.; Mr. T.

To-morrow the Free State Senate will 
resume. its discussion of the motion moved 
last week by Mr. J. T. O'Farrell, leader 
of the Labour group in the Chamber, 
calling for the reform of the inland trans- 
port system. 

As originally tabled, Mr, O'Farrell s 
motion asked the Senate to declare the 
necessity for the establishment of a 
Ministry, or Department, of Transport, 
charged with the regulation and, as far 
as practicable, the co-ordination of all 
branches of inland transport; but during 
the debate many members held that the 
House should not be asked to bind itself 
to a specific solution of the transport 
problem, and the motion was finally 
amended to read: “That the Seanad is 
of opinion that the question of the regula- 
tion and co-ordination of all branches of 
inland transport is urgent, and demands 
the earliest consideration of the Executive 
Council.” 

In the absence through illness of Mr. 
McGilligan, Minister for Industry and 
Commerce, the motion was not put to a 
vote, and the debate was adjourned until 
to-morrow, when it is expected that Mr. 
McGilligan will be in attendance. 

Meanwhile notice of a further amend- 
ment of the motion has been given by 
Senator Barrington, who claims that the 
Executive Council's consideration of the 
problem shall be “with a view to the 
appointment of a committee upon which 
both Houses of the Oireachtas shall be 
represented, with power to take evidence, 
the committee to submit proposals as to 
the best means of dealing with the ques- 
tion.” 

No more usefu] debate has ever been 
initiated in the Senate, and its outcome 
is awaited with much interest. 

The other business ordered for to- 
morrow’s sitting include a number of 
private bills carried over from the pre- 
election session, the second stage of the 
Finance (No, 2) Bill, the second stage of 
the Defence Forces (Temporary Provisions) 
(No. 2) Bill, and the second stage of the 
Local Elections Bill. Of these three 
measures the Finance Bill, which gives 
legislative effect to the tariffs on margarine 
and rosary beads, is likely to provide the 
longest discussion. Sir John Keane last 
week stated that it offered scope for a 
full day’s debate.

MR. DE VALERA LEAVING 
FOR AMERICA.

It is Mr. de Valera’s intention, I was 
informed yesterday, to leave ‘‘ almost 
immediately ” for the United States. His 
visit, it is stated, will be private in the 
sense that he will not address any public 
meetings or receptions.

RUSSIAN WOMAN’S TRIAL IN 
PARIS. 
From OUR CORRESPONDENT. 
PARIS, Monday. 

On August 8th a young Russian woman, 
Anna Babitcheff, went to the Russian Con- 
sulate and wounded an attendant there, 
named Fomine, with a revolver. She was 
brought before the Correctional Tribunal this 
afternoon, carrying a young child, and was 
interrogated through an interpreter. 

Her story was that she had been born in 
the Kuban Steppes; that her village was in- 
waded by Bolsheviks and atrocities committed. 
Her husband, having been wounded and her 
father and two children killed, she went off 
with the white troops. She arrived in Con- 
stantinople, and afterwards reached Paris, 
but, seized by home-sickness, she wanted to 
go back to Russia. For that purpose she 
applied to the Russian Consulate. 

At that point the drama commenced. The 
attendant told her that her child would be 
a little Bolshevist. In telling her story, Anna 
Babitcheff at this point exclaimed, ‘‘I did 


J not want that. All Bolshevists are drinkers 


of blood. I fired because of what I had 
suffered in Russia. I have no grudge against 
anyone personally.”’ She then went on to ex- 
plain that she had bought a revolver to kill 
the father of her child with. 

COULD NOT DISTINGUISH PORTER 

FROM AMBASSADOR. 

The President asked the interpreter, ‘‘ Do 
you think she knows the difference between 
an ambassador, a consul and an attendant ?”' 

“I do not think she does,” replied the in- 
terpreter. She tells me they are all Bol- 
shevists.”’ 

Several witnesses were called who testified 
that the prisoner was a good, honest woman, 
though dull and illiterate. 

Maitre Torres, who held a watching. brief 
for the Consulate, pleaded for leniency, and. 
her own counsel begged the court to show

HE winter sesion oí the Central 
Branch oí Cumann na nGaedheal 
was opened in Clery’s Restaurant, 
Dublin, last night, by President Cosgrave, 
who outlined the Government’s policy 
and contrasted it with the programme of 
the Fianna Fail party.

GOVERNMENT'S 
POLICY. 


FIANNA FAIL’S “ WELTER 
OF WORDS.”’ 

President Cosgrave said:—Any attempt 
to draw a line-of demarcation between our 
policy and the policy of Fianna Fail is 
made very difficult by the fact that no- 
where can you find the policy of that 
party set forth in clear and unmistakable 
terms. I grant you they are at home in 
abstractions; they can. enunciate high- 
sounding principles. They love shibbo- 
leths. But, once you get them down to 
any concrete problem, they take care to 
speak with at least two voices. (Hear, 
hear.) 

I have taken considerable trouble to 
discover what is their real financial policy, 
what their tariff programme is, what is 
their army policy or their policy as regards 
agriculture, unemployment—any of the 
big concrete issues with which the country 
is faced—and I find that no two utterances 
on any of these matters coincide or are 
entirely reconcilable one with another. 
Out of their welter of words it is some- 
times possible, however, to form an im- 
pression—perhaps I should say a suspi- 
sion—of what is in their minds; but that 
is as far as we can go, and it is the only 
base upon which I can found a comparison 
of their policy with ours. 


UNITY OF IRELAND. 

Let us take at the outset the question 
of our relations with Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland. We have pursued a 
very definite line in this matter. Six 
years ago we made a Treaty with the 
British Government, a Treaty having for 
its object the termination of hostilities 
and the establishment of friendly relations 
between our people and their people. 

We have taken our stand upon’ that 
Treaty. We have at all times endeavoured 
so to arrange that, while safeguarding our 
national status and rights, our actions and 
our policy would promote those friendly 
relations. Is that the policy of Fianna 
Fail? They will tell you, of course, that 
their objective is an honourable peace with 
Great Britain. But their idea of an 
honourable peace does not happen to 
coincide with the British idea, and what 
they will not tell you is how they propose 
to enforce their point of view. 

They tell you that partition is a crime, 
that their policy is an united Ireland. 
What they mean is that their ideal is an 
united Ireland. So is ours. But when it 
comes to practical politics, what contribu- 
tion do they make? How do they propose 
to achieve their object ? 


COERCION UNTHINKABLE. 

They have stated that coercion is un- 
thinkable—but they have not given us 
their alternative. It cannot be the pro- 
motion of better relations with the people 
of all classes in Northern Ireland, because 
they lose no opportunity of irritating. or 
offending the majority there. 

Our policy has been repeatedly stated. 
It is based upon the belief that there can 
be no real reunion in Ireland until there 
is a better understanding and greater 
friendship between the peoples ;,until old 
hatreds are allowed to die out, and until 
Northern Ireland, of her own volition, re- 
cognises that this island is too smal] an 
entity to be divided, that our people, 
North and South, possess a common 
heritage, and that their prosperity will be 
better served by a closer co-operation than 
can be possible while there are two govern- 
mental institutions in the country. 

A policy of irritation, one of—if I may 
put it that way—“ nagging at the North,”’ 
will not bring that about, but I cannot 
find that Fianna Fail has anything better 
to offer. '

FINANCE AND ECONOMICS. 

Nor do we find grounds for consolation 
in their incursions into the realms of 
finance and economics. So far as Cumann 
na nGaedheal is concerned, our financial 
policy is based upon a determination to 
pay our way as we go, to borrow only for 
items of a capital or non-recurrent nature, 
and to honour scrupulously all our obliga- 
tions. 

Our economic policy is one of protection

FOUR ARRESTS.

From. Uniontown (Pa.) comes the news 
that the rugged mountains of Pennsyl- 
vania have claimed the lives of two more 
airmen.

Their bodies were found this after- 
noon in a dense forest near the top of 
a mountain ridge in one of the wildest 
sections of Fayette county. 

Strewn over an area of several hundred 
feet was the wreckage of a heavy Douglas 
aeroplane. It must have struck with 
terrific force, because even the big motor 
was smashed to pieces. 

It is believed that the aviators, beset 
with engine trouble and lost in a fog, 
abandoned hope of locating the landing 
field and decided to jump, but were too 
near the mountain and the tree tops to 
permit the parachutes to function.

Lhe Cabinet this morning approved the 
appointment of M. de Beaumarchais, Director 
of Political and Commercial Affairs at the 
Quai d’Orsay, to be Ambassador to the 
Quirinal, in succession to Mr. René Besnard, 
who recently retired. 

Commenting upon this, the Milan Corre- 
spondent of The Times, says :—The Paris 
Correspondent of the Corriere Della Sera be- 
lieves that th@choice of M. de Beaumarchais, a 
diplomat by career, who has occupied posts 
of great importance and responsibility at the 
Quai d'Orsay, should be received in Italy with 
satisfaction as a sign and a guarantee of the 
work of clarification the French Government 
intends to undertake in Rome. M. de Beau- 
marchais has a special competence in African 
problems, and, above all, in those regarding 
Northern Africa. He has been in Morocco, 
and signed as plenipotentiary for France the 
International Convention on the status of 
Tangier. Besides, he took a direct interest in 
the affairs of Tunis, and had in the -past 


matic questions relating to that country. 

His choice at the present moment seems to 
justify the presumption that certain problems 
about which Italy is naturally anxious, such 
as that of Tangier and of the conditions of 
the Italians in Tunis, might be taken into 
consideration by the French Government.

MASTER OF BALLIOL’S 
OPLNION.

Except in special circumstances, under- 
graduates should not be given a cash 
allowance of more than £300 a year, said 
the Master of Balliol, Mr. A. D. Lindsay, 
at a meeting of the Parents’ Association, 
at Lady Mond’s house in Lowndes square, 
London, yesterday. 

““I do think,” he said, “a lot of boys 
at the universities are given too much 
money. The minimum fixed by the Board 
of Education as being necessary for main- 
tenance at Oxford is £225 a year. My 
own opinion is that £250 a year should be 
enough for anybody, and £300, I think, 
is the outside figure. 

““I feel that if a boy is given more than 
£300 a year he is being very badly used, 
so far as his immortal soul is concerned. 
His parents are, in a sense, asking for 
trouble.”’ 


WORK WANTED. 

He admitted that in a few special cases 
where special expenses were incurred—as, 
for example, by students of languages and 
special scientific subjects—the £300 might, 
with wisdom, be exceeded. 

In addition to being too liberal with 
cash, parents were greatly at fault in not 
requiring their sons to work seriously when 
they sent them to the university. 

“When a boy is sent to Oxford with a 
view to having a good time, getting certain 
social advantages, and spending a great 
deal of money—well, of course, he may not 
go to the devil, but, if he fails to do so, it 
is not the fault of his parents.”’ 

Replying to questions about women’s 
colleges, Mr. Lindsay said that he did not 
know enough about them to be able to say 
whether his remarks about boys applied to 
girls. He had a queer case to deal with 
last year.

BISHOP OF GALWAY’S 


SERMON. 


Preaching at St. Nicholas’s Cathedral. 
Galway, on last Sunday, the Mest Rev. Dr. 
O'Doherty, Bishop of Galway, dealt with his 
recent visit to Rome and his audience of the 
Pope. ' 

“In Rome,” he said, “there is Peter on 
the Throne of the Fisherman—Peter repre. 
sented to-day by Pius XI., wielding all the 
power and privileges of Peter as Christ’s 
Vicar on earth. Here is the centre of au- 
thority. Here is Peter still teaching actively, 
as he taught in the days of Nero, through the 
mouthpiece of his successer. From this 
teacher issues forth no uncertain sound. 

“ You are aware of the controversies that 
are taking place in other lands, and among 
other religions, about this point of doctrine 
and of that. They have no one to teach 
them with anthority. They are like sheep 
that have gone astray, and have no shepherd 
to guide them. 

““Who can speak for the Anglicans? Who 
can speak with authority? Canterbury or 
Yerk or London, or any one of these—they 
can but utter feeble protests, and say: ‘Let 
us have some kind of peace.’ 

“We are not like those wandering heretics 
who have left the fold and are still without, 
and ever will be without, guide and pastér. 
There is only one true Church, one visible 
a of the Church, and there he is in 

me.’ 


THE ASCETIC IDEAL, 


— 


COLLEGE THEOLOGICAL 


SOCIETY. 


The Rev. A. H. MecNeile, D.D., Regius 
Professor of Divinity, presided at a meeting 
of the Trinity College Theological Society 
last night, when Mr. J. 8. Nowlan read an 
interesting paper on “' Asceticism.”’ i 

Mr. Nowlan said that the early Christian 
life was ascetic, and if one wished to return 
to the oldest ideal of the Christian life one 
must return to asceticism. Asceticism then 
meant more, perhaps, than it did now. For: 
merly it was a refusal to make any com- 
promise with the ways of the world. The 
world loved honour, riches, power. The 
ascetic chooses the asperities of drastic 
poverty, virginity and communism, and 
through them he hoped to find favour. with 
his Master. 

IN THE OLD DAYS. 
The oldest ascetic would agree that to 
imitate the life of Our Master must be the 
highest ideal possible for man, but yet they 
found a different expression of the ideal in 
the people of to-day. In the old days tne 
two main causes were :— 
1—Belief in the immediate second coming 
of the Lord; 
2—Belief in the reality and the power of 
demons. 

Time had shown, said Mr. Nowlan, that 
these beliefs were not correct, and so, the 
mode of expressing our ideal changed. 

Demons, with all the appurtenances thereof, 
had passed into the region of myth, and even 
into the limbo of unconsciousness. St. Paul 
seemed to have started with one conviction: 
that celibacy was to be ranked higher than 
married life. They also found St. Paul's 
judgment to be that marriage is good, and, 
perhaps, desirable in some cases; but that he 
who is not married is in a better state. 

How could people defend their position 
to-day? They were marrying and giving in 
marrage; they were eating and dsinking and 
being as merry as they could be. 

FASTING AND ABSTINENGE. 

The Roman Church did try to enforce some 
ascetic discipline upon its people. Roman 
Catholics were commanded to abstain from 
meat on certain days, and in some seasons 
to endure a “ black ” fast. In their Book of 
Common Prayer they were taught that the 
days of Lent, every Friday in the year 
Christmas Day, and many other days were 
days of fasting and abstinence. ‘‘ But how 
many of us,” asked Mr. Nowlan, “ observe 
this? We are wrong if we do not observe 
it.” The objection seemed to strike them 
that asceticism was a purely negative form 
of striving towards God. The whole point 
of Christian life was that of making the 
body, not.the master, but the servant, of 
the spiritual portion of our nature. Pro- 
testantasm failed to, embrace asceticism, 
and it was a peculiar fact that there was 
no great presentation of it in early imagina- 
tive literature. The aseetic ideal was as 
much in disfavour with the rank and file of 
Protestantism as it was’ among the theo- 
. Jogians; yet, curiously enough, Protestantism 
could never expel the ideal or prevent its 


re-appearance. 
SELF-CONTROL. 

Mr. T. E. Warren declared that asceticism | 
was irrational, and based upon a wrong idea 
of nature. So far as it consisted of good 
habits and self-control, it was valuable. 

Mr. W. E. Milligan, referring to gnostic 
asceticism, based upon the idea that the flesh 
was evil, said that wes contrary to 
Christianity.

efore the burst there had been an un- 
usually heavy rainfall 'in the district. On 
Saturday morning at ten. o'clock the water 
was already flowing over the. top of the dam.

there was a gush oí water. 

The dam burst at 11.5°p.m. Forty minutes 
later the devastating current reached ‘the 
picturesque town of Perregaux, with its 
population. of. some. 10,000 inhabitants,..who 
had, fortunately,~been warned, and had thus 
been able to escape either to the upper 
storeys of their houses or to the hills ó. an 
The floods claimed no yictim in the. town, 
but considerable material damage was done. 

WIDESPREAD MATERIAL DAMAGE. 

The waters rose to a height of six or nine 
feet within. many houses which collapsed. 
Furniture,. wares of every description, . motor 
cars, and other vehicles were overthrown, and 
borne off by the floods. 

The allotments.of nurserymen were devas- 

tated. Indeed, destitution seems to face the 
inhabitants, All the bakeries are closed, and 
the first food supplies arrived by train from 
Algiers. 
The Algerian State Railway, which has 
its works at Perregaux, suffered severely, 
locomotives and wagons being overturned and 
twisted into fantastic shapes. Some trains 
were dashéd together by the rushing waters 
and telescoped. The Oran line has been 
swept away:for a distance of three kilometres, 
Other lines are also in difficulties. 

It is only by strenuous efforts that milk is 
car supplied to-the children in the marooned 
rains. 

It ‘is impossible to ‘ascertain how. many 
casualties’ have been caused outside the town, 
but there mtst have been some loss of life 
in the ¢ountry districts, “Two Europeans 
were seep in a. tree-top, but no help could 
be sent. Some of the engineers at the dam 
are also feared to have lost their lives.

“LOADED DICE.” 

Mr. Greenwood declared that it was a 
psychological test, which the Ministry was 
quite unable satisfactorily to apply, It meant, 
in effect, that the dice were loaded against the 
insured person. The authorities apparently 
held the view that a man was not genuinely 
seeking work until he had, in fact, obtained 
it, disregarding the fact that there was not 
enough work to go round. 

Sir Arthur Steel Maitland replied to the 
criticisms of Labour members by saying that 
the present tests regarding seeking employ- 
ment were in operation when their own party 
was in power, and they had worked well in 
practice, 

Mr. Alexander raised cries of protest from 


the Ministerial benches when he asserted 
that some insurance offices offered work which 
did not exist in. order to trap people and 
place them in the category of not genuinely 
seeking employment. 

Mr. Betterten declared that there was ‘not 
a word of truth in the statement, but Mr.

After four hours’ discussion Mr. Betterton 
moved the closure, And the amendment was 
defeated by 252 to 131. 

THE CONTRIBUTIONS. 

The next Labour amendment, one proposed 
by Mr. Viant to reduce the qualifying number 
of contributions from 30 to 20, had the ad- 
vantage of finding a certain amount of sup- 
port from Conservative members. For in- 
stance, Mr. Luke ThomsQn gave the House 
the benefit. of elaborate calculations that he 
had made showing that the retention of the 
30 contributions standard would throw about 
100,000 persons on to the poor law. 

Other Ministerialists, Mr. Lumley and Mr. 
R. S. Hudson, suggested that the Govern- 
ment would do well not to insist upon too 
rigid a rule. 

The Minister of Labour was unable to ac- 
cept any amendment which would affect the 
actuarial basis of the bill, neither could he 
consent to any discretionary power being 
left to the Department.

Considerable difficulty has arisen regarding 
the hotel and lodging ‘aceomodation for the 
many hundreds of thousands of visitors. who 
are expected to arrive for the Olympic Games. 
It is, without question, impassible to lodge all 
the visitors in Amsterdam, . und several 
Kurovean eountries have already chartered 
vessels to be used as floating hotels for their 
competitors: and nationals.. These boats will 
lie in tae. pert, and will be .used..just. the 
same as an ordinary hotel, daily meals and 
all other facilities being provided. 

Thousands of visitors also: will be housed at 
the hotels at The Hague, and arrangements 
are heing made for other accommodaticn at 
the North Sea bathing resorts. Some of the 
municipalities have already granted permis- 
sion for their local parks to be used as camp- 
ing grounds during the Games. 

Negotiations are proceeding with the Dutch 
Government for the cancellation of Dutch 
visas for foreign competitors and visitors at- 
tending the Games.

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| BRITISH. TRAWLER'S 


A SERIES OF ACCIDENTS, 


PERILOUS ADVENTURES 
AT SEA. 
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A remarkable story of tribulation at sea 
was told last night when the Fleetwood steam 
trawler Authorpe returned. to port in tow of 
a Glasgow tug, after encountering many 
adventures and, mishaps since sailing for the 
fishing grounds on November 2. 

The chief ‘engineer had his thigh broken, 
and the trawler .narrowly escaped collision 
with a large. steamer and. a sailing vessel. 
The engines went wrong, and had to. be 
at Larne and Oban. 

“The Authorpe put into St. Kilda owing to 
& gale, and afterwards drifted again, through 
engine trouble, towards a rocky island in the 
Outer Hebrides, where the anchor dragged, 
and distress flares had to be lighted. Another 
trawler. came to her assistance, but was 
unable to get a hawser on board, and the 
Authorpe drifted some forty miles. 
repairing her enginea she went to sea again. 

The: centrifugal, pump then broke, and the 
vessel again ran for Oban, where extra hands 
were engaged, there being then four engineers 
and’ two firemen on Head, Finally the trawler 
left-Oban on November 23, but on the following 
day was obliged to send out distress signals, 
the boiler tahoe: having etarted leaking and 
put out the fires. 

The vessel was headed for Ayr, and a tug 
was ,engaged, but the tug-ran aground in 
yutting to sea, and herself had to signal for 
i A lifeboat went to her assistance. 

Eventually another tug was engaged, and 
the Authorpe arrived home last evening.

SIR MALCOLM STEVENSON. 

Sir Malcolm Stevenson, K.C.M.G., -Gover- 
nor and Commander-in-Chief of the Colony of 
Seychelles, died on Sunday morning at hi 
residence, Government House, Seychelles, the 
cause being heart trouble, brought on by 
rheumatic fever.. He was born in 1878, a son 
of the late Mr. Alexander Stevenson. J.P.. 
Lisburn. His brothers are Mr. Howard 
Stevenson, F.R.C.S., College Gardens, Bel- 
fast; Majur Leslie Stevenson, R.A.M.C.; 
Liehtenant-Colonel Gerald Stevenson, D.S.0., 

A.M C, (retired); and the Rev. Claude 
Stevenson, who is with the Trinity College 
Mission at Hazaribagh, India. 

Educated at Methodist College, Belfast. 
and ' Trinity ‘College, Dublin, Sir Malcolm 
took his B.A. degree in 1901, and his M.A. 
six years later. He entered the Ceylon. Civil 
Service in 1901, and in 1906 became Assistant 
Government Agent at Kegalla, and at Man- 
ner in 1908. He was appointed Assistant 
Government Agent at Matale, 1914; Principal 
Assistant Colonial Secretary, 1915; while two 
vears later he,became Chief Secretary to the 
Government, Cyprus; High Commissioner and 
Commander-in-Chief, Cyprus, 1925. It is to 
be noted that for two years, from the death 
in office of Sir J. E, Clauson, in 1918, until 
his appointment as High Commissioner, in 
1920, he administered the affairs of the island. 
In May of the present year Sir Malcolm was 
nramoted to be Governor and Commander-in- 
Chief of the Colony of Seychelles, in succes- 
sion to Brigadier-General Sir Joseph Aloysius 
Byrne, K.B.E., whose father was a D.L. of 
Londonderry, and who was Inspector-General 
of the Royal Irish Constabulary, 1916-20. 
Having received the honour of C.M.G. in 
1920, Sir Malcolm was created a K.C.M.G. in 
the Birthday Honours of 1923. In 1904 he 
married the Hon. Mabel, daughter of the 
first Baron Chalmers. He is survived by his 
wife, a son and a daughter. 


MR. A. J. BULLEN. 


Mr. A, J. Bullen died suddenly at his 
residence, ‘‘ Loretto,’’ Ravenhill road, Bel- 
fast. He was associated with the Valuation 
Division of the Ministry of Finance since the 
formation of the Ulster Parliament. Fifty- 
nine years of age, he served for a period 
with the General Post Office, London, follow- 
ing which he received an appointment in the 
Valuation Office, Dublin.

the motion; and said that he would. like to 
thank President Cosgrave for three things— 
first, for coming to their branch meeting 
that night; secondly, for his courage since 
the establishment of the Dail; and thirdly, 
for his good humour—the good humour with 
which he faced all assaults. He hoped that 
the spirit in which he met the attacks of. the 
Opposition in the Dail would continue, and 
that in the end—-the Opposition were not all 
bad fellows—the Opposition would recipro- 
cate. 

Referring to the forthcoming loan, he said 
that the members of Fianna Fail had stated 
they would not support the loan unless they 
got the prisoners released and one or two 
other concessions. The support of the Fianna 
Fail was not essential to the suecess of the 
loan. Four years ago the Government floated 
a loan. Mr. de Valera did not support that 
loan, and said that he would repudiate it. 
Yet that loan was floated and it stood above 
par to-day. (Applause.) : 

Mr. Frank Fottrell, supporting the vote, 
said that if Mr, de Valera got into power 
there would be a great danger of the repudia- 
tion of financia! contracts. It was impossible 
for a nation to go on if it went back of its 
transactions. The mere fear of Mr. de 
Valera’s coming into power would prabably 
put the price of Free State Loan down by ten 
points, and the price of money for industrial 
purposes would go up. If Mr. de Valera’s 
insane policy of treating the country as if it 
wave 2,000 miles away from anywhere else 
i. been brought home to the people at the 
elections he ventured to think that the same 
number of people would not have voted for 
his party. Unity would come when it was 
to their mutual advantage—when they had 
achieved success and, prosperity. (Hear, héar,) 

Dr. .Conway, in support of the motion. 
agreed with Mr. Mackie on the question of 
free trade. The policy of erecting tariff walls 
in every country of Easpa; as.stated at the 
League of Nations Conference recently, would 
ultimately lead to the desiruction of Europe. 

The Chairman (Mr. M. P. Rowan), in de- 
claring the motion. passed, | said that the 
President's address had given them much 
food for thought. His example during the past 
four or five years in diplomacy would be very 
hard to beat.. (Applause.) If they debated 
free trade and tarifis all night long they 
would not settle the matter, and his belief 
was that they were good in sorts and bad 
in sports. The Government was dealing with 
the question pradently. The filling of the 
vacant seats in the Dail made a great change 
in the country, and he felt that with ex- 
perience of the Fianna Fail deputies in the 
Dail would come prudence, Unity would not 
come by pin-pricks and hatred. (Hear, hear.) 

PRESIDENT'S REPLY. — 

President Cosgrave, responding, said that 
they had a very big responsibility placed upon 
them to build up the national institutions of 
the country efficiently, so that the country 
would be able io pay for them, The strange 
thing about current politics was that there 
were those who charged them with having 
those institutions as simply party institutions. 
That was one of the disadvantages of having 
an immature political party in such very 
formidable strength in the present Dail. If 
it were possible for them to have some ex- 
perience of administration, to have had an 
opportunity of looking at other countries and 
to see how their institutions were regarded 
by the people of those lands, perhaps they 
would have mnch more respect for their 
national institutions in the Dail. (Applause.) 

Referring to the housing problem, He said 
that whether they had tariffs or not, the 
State should help in the provision of working- 
class houses. Money was required for houses 
and for other purposes by the Government. 
The best business brains could not provide 
those houses and services. and they would 
not be able to. do so withont asking the 
Exchequer for help. They should realise that 
the responsibility was theirs and that of the 
entire community. (Applause.) - -

Mr. Julius Bernard Gilson, keeper of 
manuscripts at the British Museum, said that 
in his -opifiion the. signatures to the docu- 
ments. produced: were not those of William 
Shakespéare, and he had never said that. they 
wére genitine, Rogers called on him ánd told 
him a.vemarkable. story about the collection 
of Shakespeare réjics which he had, and he 
went to see them.

AFTER AN ABSENCE. 

Most interest of the day centred in the re. 
%ppearance after an .absence of two and a 
half years cf Major Wyndham’s Red Splash. 
We can all remember the furore created by 
this grand-looking steeplechaser when, as a 
iive-year-old, he won the Gold Cup at Chelten- 
ham, and the expectations formed that. he 
would clear everything before him. Things 
did not go smoothly with him, so Mr. With- 
ington, who trains him, put him aside for a. 
long spell. 

He came out to-day bandaged in front, but 
Jooking a grander horse than ever, and he 
jumped with all his old ability, lying up well 
with Ghent of Old, who made the running 
until they turned into the straight, were he 
began to tire. When he is straighter in con- 
dition he may do great things. The Coles- 
hill Steeplechase only produced three other 
runners. T. Leader, on Toy Bell, tracked 
them until they were between the last two 
fences, and then, drawing to the front, he 
beat Ghent of Old by four lengths. 

The winner is by Santoi out of Clarebell, 
a mare who, if L remember. right, won an 
Kbor Handicap for the late Major Edwards. 
Toy Bell was a emart two-year-old, winning 
the Tattersall Sale Stakes at Doncaster, and 
Frank Hartigan, who trains. him, has made 
him into a very promising steeplechaser. 

Mr. Henry Brown rode Great ‘Sand for 
Lord Londesborough in the Sutton Handicap 
Hurdle, but he performed indifferently, and 
Mr. R. H. A. Gresson’s Mister Moon draw- 
ing away in the straight won very easily by 
four lengths and a head from Dunin and the 
favourite, Expert. Mister Moon, a son of 
Planet, who has got so many winners on the 
flat. this Year, was bought cheaply out of T. 
Leader's stable in the summer by Rimell 
on behalf of Mr. Gresson. 

A FALSE BEPUTATION. 

Coulthwaite brought Newstead for the 
Three-Year-Old Hurdle with a high reputa- 
tion, and he was favourite with Alessando. 
He would neither jump nor gallop, and was 
soon tailed off. Delhi made strong running, 
but at the last hurdle Shroud arid Allessando 
headed him. The latter then jumped in 
slovenly fashion, and tried to run out, after 
which Shroud came away to beat him by six 
lengths. Although the winner was a 10 tol 
chance she was a good deal fancied by Sam 
Armstrong, who trains her for Mr. T. 
Auckland, to whom the daughter of Spion 
Kop is leased by Captain Wickham Boynton, 
of the Burton Agnes stud. 

The last race, the Aston Handicap Steeple- 
chase, was run in a bad light, and Flaith 
Mor won an exciting contest from Jargoon 
and Connolly's Folly. The racing altogether 
was excellent, and if the standard is main- 
tained we shall have an excellent jumping 
season. 

More good racing is promised here to-mor- 
row, and the Tamworth Handicap Steeple- 
chase will be very entertaining.

SCARTEEN BLACK AND TANS. 


- From the Cloverfield tryst last Saturday the 

Scarteen Black and Tans added another reall 
great hunt to their long list, covering well 
over twenty miles in four hours’ continuous 
hunting. Although only a small field met 
hounds, a number of very welcome cross- 
Channel visitors were a! fe i 

The first draw, Clashbane, held a brace, 
and supplied all the needs oí the day. Imme- 
diately hounds were put in a fox went away, 
and ran straight to Bidiekoes House. Being 
viewed in the orchard our pilot doubled back, 
and leading us at a fast pace returned to 
where he was found. Hounds then ehanged 
foxes, the fresh one taking us back to 
Dromkeen House. Being more enterprising 
than the first, he did not delay, and ran on u 
to the main Tipperary-Limerick road. 
Leaving Dromkeen Railway Station close on 
the right, hounds bore left-handed and: con- 
tinued parallel to the road before crossing it 
about half-way between Dromkeen and 
Grange, over the railway line, and thence on 
to the Mulkear River. 

A ere ‘trip now ensued over a wide 
stretch of very fine country in the Abington 
direction, short of which our pilot bore left- 
handed and continued to follow the course of 
the Mulkear River. through duismullane, ard 
on to Killonan Station, where hounds crossed 
the Limerick-Waterford ‘railway line into 
Killonan bog. Here most of the field had 
had enough, and went home, as it had been 
three hours of hard going up to this. 
Hounds, however, viewed their fox, and very 
nearly had him, but he managed to save his 
brush by recrossing the railway line, and 
slipping through a newly cut and laid hedge. 

ireling back hounds gave us no chance, 
and with a wonderful cry literally flew to 
the banks of the Mulkear River, where they 
were at fault. Hitting off the line in the 
osiers just as we got to them, they ran at a 
slower pace almost up to the Limerick- 
Nenagh railway line, where they crossed the 
flooded river at about its widest part, thereby 
slipping the Master and the couple of enthu- 
siasts who had remained. 

After going some way round to find a ford, 
hounds were picked up again at Laghtane 
Cross-roads, where they checked. Cur dogs 
intervened here and coursed our fox. 
The Master cast his hounds over the road, 
and they managed to work slowly on to near 
Rich Hill House, where they had to own 
defeat. 

The late Mr. Jerry Howley, who was such 
a great sportsman and, well-known point- 
to-point rider, used to live at Rich Hill 
House, which lies about one and a half miles 
from Castleconnell. 

It was extremely hard lines on the Master 
and his pack to á cheated of killing their 

uarry, which they would undoubtedly have 
one but for the attentions of the cur dogs, 
as just here this very tired fox had been 
dodging up and down the fences.

AN EASY WIN FOR MOODY. 


Last night at the National Sporting Club, Lon- 
don, Frank Moody (Wales) defeated Ted Moore 
(Plymouth) on points in a 20-round contest for the 
British Cruiser-Weight Championship and the Lons- 
dale Belt. In previous contests between the two. 
Moore won twice, i the only occasion he lost 


and 
to Moody was on a disqualification. 

The Prince of Wales arrived at the club shortly 
after nine o'clock, and the large gathering rose 
to their feet to receive him. | 

Half-way through the first round Moody landed 
a right uppercut which staggered Moore. and 
got in a right hook to send Moore against 
ropes. 

Moore went in with both arms swinging in the 
second round. Moody missed with another richt 
uppercnt, and then the fight degenerated into 
wrestling, with hoth men holding. 

Towards the close of the fourth round Moore was 
clever in drawing Moody's lead and countering 
with a punishing uppercut. 

In the fifth round Moody got home with a right 
uppercut, Thus far the fight was a very dis. 
appointing one, and was a lone way removed from 
the proper championship standard. 

Moore rushed in at the start of the seventh 
round, but Moody got home another uppercut 
which had very little sting in it. Moody punched 
his man with both hands in a neutral corner in 
the next round, and he had Moore graggy. 

Moody’s left eye war cut in the tenth round, 
and he kept brushing it to improve his sight. 
Moore saw his chance, but could not take it. and 
Moody won the round. 

Moody let himself go with a tattoo of blows in 
the eleventh round, but he did little damage. 
Moore was now punching harder than his opponent 
and was making headway, but Moody got in a fine 
right to the iaw at the end of the round. 

Moore had slightly the better of a poor twelfth 
round. Moody began the thirteenth well, and sent 
in a strong right. Then he got in a left hook. 
and followed with a swing to the jaw, which 
looked like a it. The left went in again, 
but Moore fought his way out of danger, and the 
Welshman failed to finish it, though Moote was 
very weak. 

In the fourteenth Moore got in a hard left to 
the stomach, but the Welshman dealt out severe 

vnishment in the next round. In the sixteenth 
foody did very well. He showed something like 
a champion’s speed when he.jumped out of a 
elinch, and then jumped in with a hard left, | 
which landed well. 

Moody’s eye seemed to be troubling him in the 
seventeenth round, early in which Moore pushed 
him through the ropes. Moore did well until a 
right caught him on the jaw, and he was holding 
at the end of the round. 

Moody opened the eighteenth with a left feint. 
and then crashed home the right. We continued 
to land heavily, and at last Moore seemed to be 
fin‘shed, Moody would not stand back, and allowed 
hie map to lean on him. 

Moore recovered well in the interval, but he 
fcught on instinctively, resting till a little strength 
returned for him to attack his man. which he did 
most plnckily. Moore just missed with a vicious 
left hook, and be continued to fight for a knock- 
out. Again he just missed, and Moody gave him 
a nasty countering clip. Moore was now forcing 
matters, but he could not hit his man, and Moody 
won by a big margin.

GOOD WELSH MIDDLE LINE. 


WALES 2 goals 
ENGLAND 1 goal 


All chance of England winning the Inter- 
national Championship this season dis- 
appeared to-day, when, on the ground of the 
Burnley Club, they played and lost their 
second fixture of the series, Wales winning 
by 2 goals to 1. Wales now lead in the 
competition, with one win and one draw 
(3 points), while Ireland have won and 
Scotland drawn the one fixture played by 
each country to date. 

England gave a disappointing display in 
every particular, and, outplayed for the most 
part, they lost to a superior team in a game 
that did not produce much high-class foot- 
ball. A modern craze for doing everything 
in a hurry, spoiled all efforts at combination 


on both sides. 

All three goals were lucky affairs. Wales scored 
the first with a speculative, if brilliant, shot, 
which the wind helped inside the far post, while 
England’s captein, Hill, had the mortification of 
giving away the goal that decided the issue when 
steadiness would have removed all risk. Eng- 
land’s score came from a corner, the ball going 
through direct : 

Uncertainty in defence accounted in a large 
measure for England's overthrow. Osborne faltered 
at the very start, probably through nervousness, 
and he never seemed to play with the confidence 
he generally shows for his club. Nuttall, in front 
of him, could not keep in check so dashing and 
skilfn] a forward as Hole, and both the winners 
goals eame after strong pressure by that wing. 
A commanding lead for Wales of two goals at 
half-time affected the play of both sides, spurring 
Wales to increased efforts, so that England, if 
becoming more energetic and faster than before, 
never found a game that looked effective. Want 
of confidence had proof in Goodall’s failure with 
a penalty kick, when England, during one period, 
were having all the play. ; 

No one on the English side did himself full 
justice, and, taken as a whole, the team lacked 
the spirit and the pace which the Welshmen 
threw into their work from the start, and main- 
tained without a suggestion of inability to call 
on reserve strength when necessary. i 
an inspiring example, and Williams and Evang 
tackled in a way that meant the ball or the mang 
Their quickness also behind unyielding half-backs, 
who all played a dour game, completely upset the 
England forwards, 

The same men who last season proved superior 
to Scotland’s defence were on this oecasion quite 
unable to settle down to anything like a sound 
game, but, in front of good half-backs, they might 
have shown more skill had not the situation 
become so desperate and of the kind in which 
Welshmen, with their natural ardour, invariably 
excel, The Welshmen evidently detected Eng- 
land’s weakness in defence on the left flank, and 
played to that point of the field enough to upset 
the opposition.

expected of a representative eleven, but even 
during these spells of marked superiority they 
accomplished nothing at all out of the ordinary in 
attack.

Altogether the match could 
be described as disappointing as a display of 
Association football, and especially so on the part 
of England. ; 

The official return of the attendance was 32,089, 
the receipts amounting to £2,038. 
For a long time neither side could settle down 
to accurate play owing to the strong tackling of 
the half-backs. Jones early in the match had @ 
fairly good scoring chance, but he was slow to 
shoot, and Baker cleared. A bright run by Hulne 
suggested that England might gain some reward, 
but the winger centred too strongly, and a little 
later Wales went away in fine style, a smart 
attack ending when Tremelling jumped up and 
cleared a high shot from Jones. Gradually thé. 
England passing improved, and Dean and Hulme 
went close with strong shots, but at the end of 
twenty minutes Wales scored. Tremelling turned 
away a shot from Lewis, who, however, got the 
ball again and shot through with the left. 

England’s wing men failed to make much pro- 
gress with splendid halves challenging them, and 
further disaster fot the home country came five 
minutes prior to the interval, when, in trying to 
head a houncing ball back to his goalkeeper, Hill 
turned it into the net well out of Tremelling’s 
reach, England commenced the second stage in 
héetter form, but the Welsh inside forwards assisted 
in defence, and often Wales packed their coal. 
Bennion handling, a penaltv kick was awarded the 
home country, but Goodall shot straight to the
